BUTLER, Pa., Aug. 10.—Charles A. 
Waters, treasurer of the State of Penn- 
sylvania, has issued a check to Downie 
Bros.’ Circus for $2,150 as a refund for 
excess taxes paid by Charles Sparks, 
manager of Downie Bros.’ Circus, under 
protest for the years 1931-'32-'33-'34, 
under threat of attachment proceedings 
unless the amount was paid. Mr. 
Sparks employed Attorney John C. 
Graham of this city in 1931 to fight the 
case to a finish. 

Mr. Graham advised the show to pay 
the excess demands each year until he 
could have the case adjudicated under a 
point of constitutional law and an in- 
terpretation of the amusement tax law 
of Pennsylvania in 1913, which reads as 
follows: 


For shows transported on 50 cars or 
over, $1,000; for shows transported on 50 
cars or less and more than 25 cars, $750; 
for shows transported on 25 cars or less 
and more than 15 cars, $500; for shows 
transported on 15 cars or less and more

Ringlings To Enter Indoor Circus 
Field for First Time; Two Units 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—For the first 
time in their history the Ringling cir- 
cus interests, owners and operators of 
the three Ringling railroad units, will 
take a try at winter operation on an 
ambitious scale. Plan, announced by 
General Manager S. W. Gumpertz, is to 
send out two units under titles shelved 
a few years . They are the Sparks 
and Sells-Floto titles, among the best in 
their days on the road. 


Plan evolved after a number of con- 
ferences in recent weeks held by Mr. 
Gumpertz with John M. Kelley, Ring- 
ling attorney; Frank Pender, corpora- 
tion secretary-treasurer; George Hamid, 
the booker, and Bob Morton, of fraternal 
circus note. Booking wiil be under the 
direction of Messrs. Hamid and Morton, 
and the area to be invaaed is Coast to 
Coast. Understood that no attempt will

Film Producers, 
Shortage, To S 


HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 10. — Realizing 
that the drain on the legit stage for 
talent is quickly drying up that source 
of supply, producers are now considering 
starting their own stock companies in 


broadcasters to arrange whatever suitable 
terms they can with ASCAP. Those in 
favor of calling off the suit are of the 
opinion that the broadcasters and others 
using ASCAP music will only be faced 
with the situation of being licensed from 
numerous copyright owners instead of 
from a central source if the government's 
suit is allowed to continue. 

Indications are that Isaac D. Levy, 
treasurer of the NAB, will undoubtedly 
be the one-man “copyright committee.” 
Levy is now sending out the pro rata 
checks from the balance left in the NAB 
copyright fund which he collected dur- 
ing the past two years or so. 

It is learned from reliable sources that 
the NAB has definitely dispensed with 
high-priced legal talent to fight its copy- 
right battles and has paid off Joseph D. 
Hostetler, of Cleveland. Inside report is 
that Hostetler received but $15,000 for 
his fee. It had been presumed that 
Hostetler’s fee might stand the NAB 
closer to $50,000 than the $15,000 they 
gave him. 

The fact that Newton D. Baker's law 
firm has been dispensed with is one of 
the chief reasons for believing that the 
NAB membership, to a great extent, is 
desirous of obtaining as much copy- 
righted music at the lowest possible rate 
from one source and not on a “per piece” 
basis. Im seeking to carry out his as- 
signment by the NAB for a “per piece” 
plan of license, Hostetler naturally did 
not get to first base, considering the

It is impossible for studio 
scouts to cover the country and stock is

youngster with ability, which will be the 
prime object of the move.

there will be 10 burlesque shows, in addi- 
tion to an intershange with a group of 
Midwestern cities, which will bring about 
a@ total of 18 shows, affording new faces 
thru the Midwesterr. deal. New features 
of the Indie circuit this coming season 
include a traveling manager with each 
show, 12 principals, two vaude acts and 
specialties, and 16 girls. A staff of four 
producers will be employed, each han- 
dling from four to five shows, thus affect- 
ing a competitive spirit in the final pro- 
Guction. On all matters of extreme im- 
portance all theater owners on the cir- 
cuit have agreed to act in strictest con- 
cert and as one unit. 


The Indie shows going into the Re- 
public and Brooklyn will be elaborated 
upon by H. K. Minsky to take in eight 
extra principals, eight extra showgirls 
and special scenery, lighting and cos- 
tuming. There will be an augmented 
orchestra also. These shows as they 
appear in Brooklyn will travel intact to 
the Republic. 

All theaters already contracted for the 
new Indie circuit have agreed to make 
extensive alterations for the new season’s 
opening. All performers for the shows 
are to be negotiated by Hirst at his local 
office, and the shows will be built by 
him in Philadelphia. Supreme’s Palace, 
Baltimore, and Park, Boston, will not be 
a part of the wheel, these houses going 
into rotary stock with new shows every 
four weeks. These houses did not come 
in because of the Gaiety, Baltimore, and 
Howard, Boston, already being a part of 
the Indie time. 

Opening dates for the shows have not 
been determined as yet, depending upon 
the outcome of the negotiations between 
the managers and the Burlesque Artists’ 
Asscciation as to the new contracts.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Members of Lo- 
cal 306, of the picture operators’ union, 
have started a series of suits and coun- 
tersuits, ‘growing out of the rivalry be- 
tween the recent Sam Kaplan and Har- 
ty Sherman administrations. The suits 
have nothing to do with the current 
union .administration and are strictly 
personal propositions. Morris Kravitz, 
an officer under Kaplan, is suing Harry 
Sherman and members of his regime in 
an accounting action, while Charles 
Schneider, reported to be backed by the 
Sherman crowd, is suing Kaplan, Kra- 
vitz and other former officers of the 
Kaplan regime, also in an accounting 
action. 

The suit against the Sherman group 
began last week before Referee George 
Brokaw Compton and will be resumed 
Monday. At the first hearing, Charles 
Beckman, financial secretary under 
Sherman and also in the current admin- 
istration, and Charles Hyman, treasurer 
under Sherman, testified that about

Estonian Actors 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 10.—The 
U. S. Department of Labor has published 
a survey of the new old-age, invalidity 
and survivors’ insurance law for actors 
and other professional workers in 
Estonia. 

The law establishes a Culture Fund, 
supported by proceeds of the State 
monopoly of alcohol, a supplementary 
tax on the sale of tobacco and a supple- 
mentary entertainments tax; contribu- 
tions from beneficiaries amounting to 
3 per cent of income, the minimum 
contribution being fixed at 12 crowns a 
year, and proceeds from donations, lot- 
teries, collections and concerts. 

The fund will be managed by a board 
consisting of three representatives of the 
Minister of Education and Social Affairs 
and delegates from the _ different 
branches of the Culture Pund.

Chicago North Shore 
Drama Festival Fails 


CHICAGO, Aug. 10.—The North Shore 
Drama Festival, which Ben Guy Phillips 
promoted at Glencoe, Chicago suburb, 
closed Friday after having managed to 
go along for six weeks. When actors 
went to the theater Friday they found 
the box office closed and the building 
deserted. It was said Mr. Phillips had 
come into Chicago to raise money to 
complete the bond required by Equity 
to pay the actors’ fares back to New 
York. 

The festival opened in June with bril- 
liant prospects, but it did not receive 
sufficient financial support to survive. 
The balance of the run has been can- 
celed, it is understood. No announce- 
ment has been made as to whether or 
not arrangements would be made to re- 
fund money paid for unfulfilled por- 
tions of season subscription tickets. 


Gene Buck Sees 


Trouble Ahead 


For ASCAP; Asks United Front 


HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 10.—Gene Buck, 
head of the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers, in a talk 


before the Songwriters’ Protective Asso- 
ciation here, stated that there is trouble 
ahead for ASCAP in many parts of the 
country. He asked all members to sign 
five-year contracts in order that the 
organization may present a united front. 

Suits are pending in many sections, 
most of them brought by motion picture 
theater owners who claim the organiza- 
tion is a monopoly and charges too 
much for the privilege of playing the 
copyrighted music of the outfit. 

The government is investigating the 


organization with an eye to violations of 
the Sherman Anti-Trust Law. 

Picture exhibitors have long com- 
plained that the tax on the theaters is 
too heavy and that in spite of this the 
organization is considering a tilt. 

A recent decision in Olympia, Wash., 
in which a Superior Judge ruled that 
no more contracts be made in the State 
pending decision on whether or not 
ASCAP is a monopoly, looks like the 
first of a series of decisions against the 
musicers. 

Buck is confident that ultimately the 
organization will win out, but in the 
meantime he wants the united support 
of all songwriters.

Draw Up Magic Code of Ethics 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—The Society of 
American Magicians has formed a com- 
mittee to draw up a “code of ethics” for 
magicians. The code will seek to prevent 
disclosure of magic methods in radio 
programs, advertising, written articles 
and other non-professional means. Julien 
M. Proskauer, national president of SAM, 
announces that James C. Wobensmith, a 
patent lawyer and former SAM presi- 
dent, is the chairman of the committee, 
which will include Bernard M. L. Ernst, 
president of the parent assembly; Nate 
Leipsig, Louis J. McCord and Dr. Harlan 
E. Tarbell.

Late News 
Flashes 


OLYMPIA, Wash., Aug. 12. — The 
American Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers was enjoined from doing 
business with all radio stations and 
theaters in this State last week by Su- 
perior Judge D. F. Wright. A dozen 
stations were co-defendants with Society 
in the suit, which was filed for the State 
by Attorney-General G. W. Hamilton. 
ASCAP was charged with operating an 
illegal monopoly on the ground that the 
Society operated a trust by cornering 
95 per cent of all popular music. Prices 
were fixed, it was held, and production 
and public use of pops were limited. 
ASCAP can do business in Washington, 
Wright ruled, if it 1s shown that no 
restraint of trade exists. 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 12.—The Cali- 
fornia newspaper publishers will oppose 
sale of news by press associations at a 
meeting here August 16, with the course 
of action to be taken at the meeting. 
Association made a survey of its mem- 
bership and found opposition strong, 
some members even going so far as to 
say they proposed boycotting the news 
services. The news situation insofar as 
radio is concerned on the Coast is in a 
turmoil, since the folding of Press-Radio 
Bureau here has thrown all the opposing 
groups into a scrap for business. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12.—Expected resig- 
nation of Arthur H. Kudner, president of 
Erwin, Wasey & Company, was an- 
nounced today, with Louis R. Wasey 
and Owen Winters continuing in man- 
agement of the firm. Wasey becomes 
president and Winters treasurer, both 
Positions previously filled by Kudner. 
Kudner, who will open his own agency, 
will probably take several large accounts 
with him, including Buick autos. 


WMCA, New York, has effected a tie- 
up with the Scripps-Howard newspaper 
chain whereby two half-hour spots daily 
will be given the papers on WMCA’s 
intercity network. Believed to be the 
first time Scripps-Howard has gone for 
such a deal, altho it was on WMCA 
locally before. Broadcasts will be de- 
voted to financial news, giving afternoon 
prices at noon and closing prices in mid- 
afternoon. Deal was arranged by Larry 
Nixon, of WMCA, with Scripps-Howard 
execs. 


N. Y. Burly Mgrs. Organize 
Again for Contract Battle

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The buriesque managers in Greater New York are 
going to join forces again, this time to take up collectively the matter of the 


new contracts with the Burlesque Artists’ Association. 


This was indicated this 


week when several of the managers were seen in huddles, and in addition an 


important member of the managerial forces verified the report. 
the third time that the managers have come together; 


This will be 
first when they had the 


National Burlesque Association of America and recently when they had their shori- 


lived guild. The managers are com- 
plaining that to await the BAA’s action 
on the new contracts will cause them to 
get started late on the new season. 
Houses like the Star and Oxford, Brook- 
lyn, were supposéd to have opened the 
last: week of this month, but now reveal 
they cannot do it. Other houses claim 
to be awaiting the contract before they 
will do anything about casting their 
shows for the new season. 

The BAA has practically set the road 
contract already and the lawyer just got 
thru with the stock contract. Every- 
thing was supposed to have been straight- 
ened out on the contracts Thursday 
night, and it is understood that there 
was an executive board meeting last 
night. The organization plans to meet 
with its chorus members tomorrow night 
and with the principals Monday night. 
After these contracts are straightened out 
the BAA will work on a basic agreement 
with the managers. 


Union Fumigators 
For Theaters Now 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Local theaters 
and amusement places will be fumigated 
by union men from now on. The Ex- 
terminators and Fumigators’ Union, 
Local 135, of the Building Service Em- 
pioyes’ International Union, has just 
signed a closed-shop contract with the 
Professional Exterminators and Fumi- 
gators’ Association, which comprises 85 
Per cent of all local contractors and 
which supplies workers to practically all 
important amusement spots. 

The contract provides for a 40-hour 
maximum week and 827 weekly mini- 
mum, altho apprentices can get as low 
as $18 during their compulsory 90-day 
apprenticeship. There are 750 licensed 
fumigators here.

Broadway’s Summer Jitters 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Amusement op- 
erators had little cause for optimism this 
week, takes on most joints being far off 
and no immediate sign of improving. 
The Big Street has hit bottom as far as 
grosses go, but spots that have weathered 
the heat thus far are practically certain 
to remain open thruout the remainder 
of the torrid period. 

Legit is sleeping soundly and will not 
come back to life until fall, at which 
time it looks as tho there would be con- 
siderable activity. The Center Theater 
reopened this week with The Great Waltz 
and played to good business. It will re- 
main itn the big house for a month, after 
which two-a-day pictures will be booked 
there. Waltz will tour. 

Picture houses did practically nothing. 
Most of the bad business can be attrib- 


uted to lack of box-office pictures. The 
Capitol did turnaway business with its 
final stage show, and is now on a grind 
policy, the outcome of which will be 
watched with interest. Accent on Youth 
is getting a good play at the Paramount, 
and The Call of the Wild is expected to 
tilt the Rivoli grosses. 

Burlesk continued to turn in consist- 
ent grosses, with all the houses prepared 
to go thru the summer. Each theater 
has its own following and can pretty 
nearly determine its gross at the be- 
ginning of the week. 

Night spots are not making the grade. 
Most of them are just marking time and 
will try to stimulate business with new 
floor shows as soon as cooler weather ar- 
rives. Sidewalk dineries are proving pop-

SAY “I SAW IT IN THE BILLBOARD.” 
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August 17, 1935 


DOROTHY BRYANT wields the pen 
this week for the vacationing conductor 
cf “Domino,” Mrs. Bryant has been ez~ 
ecutive secretary of Chorus Equity Asso- 
ciation since it was organized back in the 
hectic days of 1919. She never appeared 
in a chorus but derives from a noted 
English theatrical family of several gen- 
erations. She is married to the counsel 
of a trade association and knows her 

unionism from every angle. Travel is 
the hobby of the chorus girl’s champion 
and Haiti is her favorite stop. Mrs. 
Bryant has found time in the midst of a 
hectic career to establish herself as an 
authority on Haitian literature, history 
and art. 


RRIVED on Broadway—the summer 

crop of hopeful amateurs who think 

the chorus girls’ life a merry one. 
Every season with the closing of the 
school year there is a noticeable increase 
in the number of fresh young faces in 
the Chorus Equity office — all straight 
from the never-to-be-forgotten triumph 
of the high-school play and most of them 
in possession of press notices from the 
home town paper to prove it. 

Beeause the faces are fresh and young 
maybe 50 per cent of them make the 
grade—at least for a season or two. 
Chorus Equity’s bocks show yearly any- 
where from 50 to 60 per cent new mem- 
bers who some time during the season 
have made a show. 

This doesn’t vrove that 50 per cent 
of these newcomers are a real addition to 
the theater. If it did they in turn would 
not be pushed out after a season or so 
by another bumper crop of newcomers. 
Or the ratio of transfers to the Actors’ 
Equity would keep pace with that of 
applicants for chorus membership. 

The theater needs new blood. The 
ranks, depleted by the movies, must be 
filled. However, it is a pity that more 
careful judgment is not used in choosing 
the newcomers. The chorus should be 
the training school for the theater. It 
would be a better school if directors 
would look further than the young pretty 
face in choosing from the hordes of eager 
youngsters. The pretty face goes a long 
way in the theater. Personality and in- 
telligence will go further. Florenz Zieg- 
feld realized that more than any other 
producer of musical shows. Many of ‘his 
famed beauties would never have been 
noticed on the street. They were not 
unnoticed on the stage. In fact, from 
the Ziegfeld shows came much of the 
movie talent. 

* * + 


With a more careful selection the 
chorus should be able to produce many 
Joan Crawfords, Jeanette Macdonalds, 
Sally Rands or, to go further back, Elsie 
Fergusons and Lillian Russells. With 
the possible exception of Lillian Russell, 
none of these graduates of the chorus 
had the outstanding beauty of some of 
our much-publicized show girls. But 
they did have sufficient beauty plus per- 
eonality and brains to reach the theat- 
rical top. 

With each new season we do get a 
number of talented girls who some day 
will mean a great deal to the theater. 
But we could get many more with a little 
foresight on the part of the producer. 
Constantly we hear the cry from man- 
agers that they are hampered in casting 
shows because of the exodus of talent to 
Hollywood. There is some truth in this 
complaint. But where are they to get 
new talent for musical productions if 
not from the chorus? It is to their in- 
terest to bring into the business chorus 
girls with sufficient ability to become 
principals after a few years of chorus 
training. 

Another unfortunate feature of this 
indiscriminate catapuiting of youngsters 
into the glamorous theater is the 
inevitable heartbreak, disappointment 
and, in many cases, ruined iives that 
follow it. 

A pretty girl with no especial talent 
comes to Broadway from her small town 
where $10 a week is considered a good 
salary for a beginner. She is lucky 
enough to make a Broadway show at 
$40 a week. That looks like a fortune 
back home. She hasn’t had sufficient 
experience to know that $40 a week is 
not $40 a week for 52 weeks and that the 


weeks are apt to be few and far between. 
She hasn’t had enough experience to 
realize that she has nothing to offer 
the theater beyond her youth, freshness 
end skill for chorus dancing. She 
doesn’t know that if skill for chorus 
work is all she has it will be of no value 
to her in four or five years when she no 
longer has extreme youth as an ally. 

She is sure she is a success. Isn't she 
getting fcur times the salary of her 
schoolmates back home? So she clings 
to the theater seven, eight and nine 
years only to find that she no longer has 
a place in the chorus and hasn't suf- 
ficient talent to become a principal. She 
knows no other t-usiness and hasn't 
sufficient money to support herself while 
she trains for a new career. The theater 
has gained nothing by her presence and 
she has spoiled her life. 

To a certain extent present require- 
ments for the chorus, so much more 
stringent than those existing 10 or 15 
years ago, have resulted in better theater 
material. A chorus girl now must dance 
as well as a principal did in 1920. 


The thousands of dancing schools all 
over the country are in many cases: at 
fault for encouraging pupils who ob- 
viously are unfit for theatrical careers. 
We are wondering what effect the free 
Cancing schools run as relief projects 
will have in increasing the number of 
youngsters who think that their lives 
must be dedicated to the theater. 


Aside from the fact that such free 
schools must be in direct competition 
with the commercial schools (the Chorus 
Equity was forced to close its school that 
had been running successfully for 13 
years as a result of this competition, 
thereby increasing the number of unem- 
ployed dancing teachers by three), we 
wonder whether that type of relief for 
unemployed dancing teachers justifies 
the indiscriminate training/of a number 
of young girls for a profession already 
overcrowded. Even if they admitted to 
these free schools only the unemployed, 
would it not be better if these unem- 
ployed were occupied in studying some- 
thing which might enable them to earn 
a living in a less precaricus and less 
crowded field? 

Because of the work now r of 
chorus girls it is almost impossible for an 
amateur to get an engagement as a 
dancer without some dancing school 
training. But we think that the girl 
who has sacrificed to pay for dancing 
lessons is apt to bring more to the thea- 
ter than the girl who has found them 
free. She at least will bring grit and 
determination, great aids in a theatrical 
career. 

* * ” 

Unemployment is no new problem for 
the theater. We have always had it. But 
since 1929 it has become acute rather 
than chronic. 

In 1929 there were 4,245 chorus people 
employed in the legitimate theater dur- 
ing the season; in 1930, 4,147; in 1931, 
2.029; in 1932, 1,660; in 1933, 1,598, and 
in 1934, 1,423. 

Not only has there heen this enormous 
decrease in the number of chorus people 
employed at some time during the sea- 
son, but wheie the average musical show 
at one time ran 30 and 40 weeks people 
are beginning to think themselves lucky 
with a run of 8 or 10 weeks. 

With practically three quarters of our 
membership (professional chorus people) 
unemployed it is obvious that the theater 
at the present time is not a happy hunt- 
ing ground for the wage earner. 

Instead of free dancing schools what 
we really need is free schools to train 
our girls for other professions when they 
can no longer find work in the chorus 
and financial aid dvring this period of 
training. After all, a girl considered by 
producers as too old for the chorus would 
still be ccnsidered a young woman in 
any other profession. 

* * * 

One bright spot in the unemployment 
situation has been an increase in the 
number of picture houses using a chorus 
lineup. This increase has not been in 
the past year or so, but there are many 
more presentation houses than there 
were in tne early days of the Chorus 
Equity. Had the slump come in 1921 or 
1922 the girl who could not find work 
in the legitimate theater would have had 
an even harder time than she now does. 

We can think of a number of ways in 
which more chorus people, both boys 
and girls, could be profitably employed. 
For years St. Lovis has had a most suc- 
cessful Municipal Opera Company giving 
regular work three months every sum- 
mer to chorus people — and excellent 
training along with it. Not only has St. 
Louis supplied work and training. It has 
also given facilities to try out a number

New Farm Network 


OMAHA, Aug. 10.—Incorporation here 
of the Nebraska Broadcasting Company 
brings The Omaha World Herald defi- 
nitely into the radio picture. It has 
long been rumored that the daily has 
been interested in radio and more often 
rumored that it was negotiating for one 
or more of the three Omaha stations, 
but this is the first actual move on rec- 
ord. 

The new corporation formed by Paul 
L. Martin, attorney and director of the 
board of The World Herald; Winthrop 
Lare, associate of Martin’s, and Lloyd C. 
Thomas, formerly of WROK, Rockford, 
Ill., and KDKA, Pittsburgh, is now 
negotiating for the purchase of WAAW 
owned by the Omaha Grain Exchange. 
Deal is not yet defenite, pending a vote 
of the 242 members of the grain ex- 
change and a price agreement. Thought 
to be a matter of course that members 
will vote for the sale, as exchange known 
to regard radic station indifferently, 
while the Communications Commission 
does not look indifferently at exchange’s 
attitude. 

With consent of both parties then, it 
becomes a matter of price settlement. 
New group has been reported to offer 
somewhere near half the $150,000 asked 
by the Grain Exchange for the station. 
Expected to be settled by September 1.

Regarding a deal with CBS, which has 
several times made overtures for an 
Omaha outlet, Nebraska Broadcasting 
Company has made no statement, but 
it is thought it will remain independent. 

No changes in personnel or appoint- 
ments have as yet been made pending 
sealing of the deal, but thought that 
Lloyd Thomas will handle actual oper- 
ating business for the company. Prob- 
able that the present manager, Ernest 
Bader, of WAAW, will not stay on, but 
that Alex Sherwood, organizer for the 
corporation, will take over. Likewise 
thought that WAAW studios will be re- 
moved from the Grain Exchange Build- 
ing in view of the possibilities of hitch- 
ing with an Omaha hotel for studio 
space. 

“Organizing of the new net would make 
the second sectional chain in the State, 
as Union Holding Company, Lincoln, al- 
ready operates the Central Broadcasting 
Company, with KOIL, KFAB and KFOR 
as member stations.

Wisconsin Taxes 


Music Brokers 5% 


MADISON, Aug. 10. — A law taxing 
music brokers and organizations such 
as the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers was enacted 
this week by Wisconsin, with Lieutenant 
Governor O’Malley signing the bill in 
the absence of Governor La Follette. The 
Legislature gave the bill a fast passage. 


New law provides that any broker, 
with the exception of the original com- 
poser, who makes contracts for playing 
copyrighted music, must get a State li- 
cense first. Likewise complete info as to 
officials of the brokerage or association, 
their salaries, rates charged the players 
and amounts paid the author, must be 
filed. A tax of 5 per cent of gross re- 
ceipts for the preceding year is charged, 
regardless of whether the income was 
gathered in or outside of Wisconsin. 

A fine of $500 is levied on anyone ask- 
ing a performance of a copyrighted com- 
position to start an infringement suit.

Duffy Copyright Bill Passes 


Senate, Goes to 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—The bill of 
Senator F. Ryan Duffy, of Wisconsin 
(S. 3047), which is aimed at providing 
legislation under which changes would 
be made in the old law as would permit 
further action by the Senate looking to 
permitting the United States to become 
a party to the International Copyright 
Union, has passed the Senate. It will go 
to the House of Representatives and 
then to the House Committee on Pat- 
ents. It was stated today that Chair- 
man Sirovich of the House Committee 
has not as yet given any thought to 
hearings by his committee on the Senate 
bill, due to unusual demands upon his 
time at present, and that receipt of the 
bill by the committee will be awaited 
before consideration is given to action 
in the way of hearings. 

The Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee some time ago favorably reported 
a treaty, under which this government 
May become a party to the Internation- 
al Copyright Convention. This treaty 
was passed by the Senate but was re- 
called and once more referred to the 
calendar to await final action upon the 
Duffy bill. The latter measure, as it 
passed the Senate, made few changes in 
the old copyright law, its principal ob- 
jective being to provide legislation to 
meet conditions which have arisen in 
recent years and which did not exist 
before. 

Among changes made by the Duffy

bill was that under which the question 
of the awarding of damages in event of 
copyright infringement would be left to 
the Federal Courts, and with any such 
decision reviewable by the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals. Under present stat- 
utory law, a minimum penalty of $250 
for any such infringement is provided. 
An effort made to restore this statutory 
provision, in advance of the passing of 
the Duffy bill by the Senate, failed of 
approval. Amendments adopted by the 
Senate to the bill, however, included 
preserving of certain rights to authors 
as to artistic models or designs, the pre- 
serving of rights under the manufactur- 
ing provisions of the old law to Ameri- 
can labor, and provision for preliminary 
injunctions in certain cases. 

The question of the right of the 
Upited States to become a party to the 
International Copyright Union has been 
before Congress in some form for years. 
Congress is expected to adjourn before 
very long, and this raises the question of 
whether it will be possible, assuming in- 
clination to that end of the House Com- 
mittee on Patents and of the House it- 
self, to pass the Duffy bill in its present 
or revised form before adjournment. 
Among new conditions which have de- 
veloped in recent years, and recognition 
of which was considered necessary in the 
language of the Duffy bill, were radio 
broadcasting, sound pictures, etc. 


of this show is a serious setback in one 
way. It not only marks the end of radio 
program experimentation for P. & G., but 
it also marks the probable end of that 
same thing for most other radio adver- 
tisers. Obviously the progress of the 
Ivory show has been watched carefully 
and since it definitely marked the first 
time that an advertiser had gone in in 
a big way for something that hadn't been 
tried before, little hope is held out for 
other advertisers to experiment. Mean- 
while it doesn't look that Procter & 
Gamble will, for their shows now include 
proven programs, such as The O’Neills; 
Home, Sweet Home, Barry McKinley and 
Pat Barnes. 


Gibson Family started a year back with 
a script by Courtney Ryley Cooper and 
original music and lyrics by Arthur 
Schwartz and Howard Dietz. This was 
really the first time this had been tried, 
after years of talk about it. Talent on 
the show, which tncluded Conrad Thi- 
baut, Jack and Loretta Clemens and Don 
Voorhees Orchestra and a dramatic cast, 
ran, with ali costs, to about $10,000 a 
week, possibly slightly more. Time was 
about the same, it is said, meaning that 
on a 50-week basis the show cost $1,000,- 
000. This does not include other adver- 
tising, in newspapers, that was given to 
ballyhoo the air program. P. & G. also 
spent money on surveys of the show. 


Show gathered considerable attention 
when it broke in, but one very bad break 
came when other advertisers and CBS 
held off on playing songs from the Gibson 
Family. They held out because a credit 
line was needed, but even when this was 
rescinded th= show failed to get enough 
song plugs. That its tunes were of hit 
caliber is attested by music men gen- 
erally and is proven in that You and the 
Night and the Music, which couldn't get 
hit ranking on the air as a Gibson tune, 
did so when it was put into a legit musi- 
cal, Revenge With Music. 


Recently the show was completely 
altered, after a number of experiments, 
including dropping original tunes and 
bringing in a new director and Owen 
Davis to replace Cooper as scriptist. In 
its new form it resembled the Showboat, 
with Charles Winninger in the lead. 
Time, too, was shifted from Saturday to 
Sunday night, with the Saturday night 
spot a distinct handicap, it is thought. 
However, even in its revised form, the 
program did not catch on, with last rat- 
ings said to be too low to warrant con- 
tinuation.

No Yes, Yes No, Says FCC Again 
In CA-NBC “Monopoly” Squawk 


NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Conquest Al- 
liance Company, which protested twice 
to the Federal Communications Com- 
mission against an alleged would-be 
monolopy on the short-wave field for 
foreign commercials emanating in this 
country, has received its second answer 
from the commission. In effect, the 
commission has partly repeated itself on 
its first letter, altho, according to Con- 
quest Alliance, the radio ruling body 
has not as yet answered the question 
raised by Conquest. 

Situation had its start last year when 
Listerine wanted to broadcast its opera 
series via short wave to Puerto Rico The 
short waves began, but NBC stepped in 
and insisted that the shrimp waves go 
out thru RCA’s Long Island plant. 
Listerine and CA nixed this idea, charg- 
ing that RCA’s rate was exorbitant and 
considerably higher than those which 
they had been paying. RCA wanted $3 
per minute, which would go to a high 
figure on the two-hour broadcasts in- 
volved. 

CA protested this claimed monopoly 
to the FCC, and was advised that the 


commission could not step in between 
deals concerning advertiser and station 
or network. CA wrote again, asking 
the commission how come NBC could 
dictate to an advertiser as to what 
facilities must be used under such cir- 
cumstances. 

In its most recent letter the commis- 
sion, thru Herbert Pettey, secretary, 
quotes Rule 177, which says that a sta- 
tion may, without commission authority, 
make such rebroadcasts except that no 
experimental station’s emanations may 
be picked up without approval of the 
commission. It was pointed out that 
WKAQ, Puerto Rico, had no approval 
to pick up the Listerine opera from the 
General Electric experimental station, 
which made the short wave rebroadcasts 
for a time. FCC said no monopoly was 
held on short waving, since at least 
three firms were engaged in this busi- 
ness. Conquest Alliance claims no 
monopoly charge is levéled against RCA, 
but rather against NBC for attempting 
to enforce use of RCA facilities and is 
going to protest further to the commis- 
sion.

Balboa Hilarities

Balboa is using a new wrinkle to in- 
duce the public to drink its beer. In 
Los Angeles it has opened a Balboa Play- 
room at 1850 North Main street. The 
price of admission is 24 bottle caps from 
Balboa beer or 12 from its higher grade 
brand, Bismarck Vienna. Free dancing is 
provided, as well as specialty numbers, 
and all the beer one can drink any 
night except Saturday and Sunday from 
8 to 11 p.m. 

Nightly broadcasts by remote control 
are released over KFWB. Program is 
loaded with commercials that kill what 
entertainment value the 30-minute 
spasm might have. Red Corcoran, pop- 
ular Coast vaudevillian, heads the festi- 
vities and acts as master of ceremonies. 
Archie Vance and his Balboa Playboys, 
a band consisting of piano accordion, 
cornet, drums, saxophone and piano, 
provide the dance tunes. Each Tuesday 
night is amateur night in the playroom. 
Winner receives a week’s engagement at 
the spot. 

Program for the most part is far from 
interesting. Besides a few dance num- 
bers, a femme soloist, Mary Lind, war- 
bles a few numbers in a pleasing style 
of delivery, and Corcoran does one or 
two of his nifty comedy songs. 

Regardless of what appeal this pro- 
gram might have, it is producing the de- 
sired results for the sponsors, i. e., it is 
filling up the playroom nightly and you 
can’t get in without bottle tops.

As has been the case with many sta- 
tions during the summer, production at 
KFRC has been lethargic, most pro- 
grams being relayed to San Francisco 
from KHJ, Los Angeles, and the East. 
This condition tends to heighten the 
brightness of this show, but were Time 
on My Hands sandwiched in between net- 
work presentations with showmanship, 
big-name talent and “choice spot” 
prestige it would still shine bright. 

Time on My Hands was designed to sell 
soap to housewives busy with a multi- 
tude of morning tasks, and thus if Mrs. 
Jones misses a couple of minutes of the 
program going to the back porch for the 
broom she can still enjoy what is left 
when she returns. It is essentially mu- 
sical, with four artists and a feminine 
announcer, who dignifies the job by 
referring to herself as the hostess. 

Talent includes “Hostess” Beatrice 
Benaderet: “Brick” Holton, tenor, who 
works okeh; the piano team of Dave 
Strech and Eunice Steel, 
sprightly tempo and with adequate 
execution.

Delayed debut of Lois Ravel, contralto, 
on the air has been given considerable 
fanfare and much was expected. Sum- 
mation of opinion, then, after her 
initial broadcast, is that much was de- 
livered as well. On only one point can 
hesitancy be shown, that of the quality 
of the girl’s voice, which may be judged 
better after another broadcast or two, 
even tho first impressions were very fa-

vorable. But it must be admitted that 
she has something different and sings 
her songs in a distinct style. Thrilling 
is no word to use in a trade paper, but 
it’s the word to be applied nevertheless. 
Songs Miss Rave! did, it seems, were 
chosen to impress as to her versatility 
rather than an actual vocal display, her 
numbers being In the Middle of a Kiss, 
Living in a Great Big Way and All Thru 
the Night. Numbers of the latter type 
will probably suit her better, altho she 
can handle the others as well. Some 
slight nervousness on the first song was 
apparent. 

In giving Miss Ravel a wow sendoff 
CBS has taken the harder way of estab- 
lishing a star. Particularly noticeable 
was this in Kenneth Roberts’ announc- 
ing, breathlessly done, as tho a miracle 
were coming due. Probably not Roberts’ 
fault, but due to script. His announc- 
ing is usually a program asset. 

Commendation also to Leith Stevens 
and his orchestra, a large group, playing 
with plenty of depth and quality.

The unions are the 
musicians’ union, Local 802; the stage- 
hands’ union, Local 1; the Grand Opera 
Artists’ Association; the American Fed- 
eration of Actors; Local 95 of the Build- 
ing Service Employees’ Union; the Asso- 
ciation of Theatrical Agents and Man- 
agers; Local 829 of the Scenic Artists’ 
Union; Local 230 of the Sign Writers’ 
Union; Grand Opera Choral Alliance, and 
Local 30 of the Stationary Engineers’ 
Union. The group, formed in an emer- 
gency call Monday afternoon, wired the 
circuits of its intention to back Local 
306 


Altho the indie exhibitors are active 
in maneuvering for a wage cut, the cir- 
cuits continu2 to front for the rest of 
the local exhibitors. The sudden wage 
cut demand is considered by many as a 
maneuver for bargaining position.

of musical productions that later found 
room on Broadway. 

There is no reason that New York 
could not support a similar organization. 
Hot weather always results in a dearth 
of shows on Broadway. Most of the 
motion picture houses are air-condi- 
tioned. Most of the legitimate houses are 
not. But there are half a dozen spots 
within the city limits that would make 
excellent outdoor theaters and provide a 
popular entertainment on a hot night. 
The entire success of the plays produced 
by the Actors’ Relief project is not due 
to the fact that they are free. Some of 
it can be attributed to the pleasure of 
watching a good show and enjoying fresh 
air at the same time. Their most en- 
thusiastic audiences have been in the 
parks. 


New York would have many produc- 
tion advantages over St. Louis. Their 
actors, authors and producers would all 
be here. An outdoor summer theater in 
New York City might help to keep New 
Yorkers theater-conscious and hold those 
people who now discontinue their thea- 
tergoing during the hot summer months, 
It should also attract out-of-town visitors 
who consider theatergoing as one of the 
things to do in New York, but who be- 
come less enthusiastic when they find 
that New York is hotter than their home 
towns. It would supply try-out facilities 
for big musical shows that might later be 
brought to Broadway and give fine train- 
ing to chorus people who so seldom have 
an opportunity for stock experience, 
which is a valuable part of the education 
of all theatrical people 


* * * 


Chorus Equity members are showing 
a keen interest in the new New York 
State unemployment insurance law. It 
is too early to make any definite state- 
ment as to their status under this law, 
but this much is true: few of them will 
have the slightest difficulty in qualifying 
under one requirement—they will be able 
to prove that they have earned less than 
$2,500 a year. 


The law should be made applicable 
to them. So far they have received very 
little consideration in the various relief 
projects. Not more than 18 or 20 of them 
have had employment in the relief 
project for theatrical people. With a 
record of 4,245 employed in 1929 and 
1,598 employed in 1934, it is obvious that 
relief given to 18 or 20 people is in- 
adequate. 

One of the greatest tragedies of the de- 
pression is its effect on young people just 
starting out to earn their living and 
finding that ‘here is no place for them. 
Our members, as compared to the mem- 
bership of other organizations, are 
very young people. Every effort should 
be made to save their lives and their 
futures for them.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—Vaude will definitely play a big part in RKO’s theater 
operating for the new season, this being evidenced this week when theater officials 
of the company met on the subject of policies. More than five new weeks are 
returning to the circuit’s vaude books at the end of this month, including Boston, 
Cincinnati, Rochester and Minneapolis, with other towns to follow. There are still 
policies to be determined on other theaters, and it appears that by the first or 
second week in September RKO will have over 12 weeks to offer acts. In anticipa- 


tion of all this vaude the circuit is buy- 
ing attractions way in advance, this in- 
dicated by the booking of Ben Bernie 
and ork as far ahead as January. 


The Boston, Bostcn, thru its division 
manager, Charles Koerner, is to get spe- 
cial attention on stage shcws. Resumes 
with flesh August 29 with the Folies 
Bergeres, and the show to follow will 
probably be a combination of Vincent 
Lopez’s ork and Sophie Tucker. House 
will be a Thursday opening. The Shu- 
bert, Cincinnati, is returning to vaude 
also, its first show opening August 30 
with Cab Calloway. Olsen and Johnson’s 
unit follows in after Calloway. The 
Palace, Cleveland, in view of its increased 
business with spasmodic attractions, will 
Play shows consistently. 


The Palace, Rochester, resumes with 
stage shows August 30. and it is likely 
that Syracuse will take on flesh also, 
altho nothing definite his been decided 
on this town as yet. The Downtown, De- 
troit, RKO’s own house, will displace the 
Fox, Detroit, in which RKO is no longer 
interested, as the circuit’s combo house 
after the two or three-week run of the 
Top Hot pix, which opens there Septem- 
ber 1. Minneapolis is expected to resume 
with stage shows also after it plays Top 
Hat. 


The Albee, Providence, may use vaude 
as a consistent policy also, this depend- 
ing on the business done by several units 
booked in as feelers. The Albee, Brook- 
lyn, will definitely return to vaude also, 
but no opening date has been deter- 
mined as yet. House, now in straight pix, 
goes from g Friday to Saturday opening 
next Saturday. It is also very probable 
that such smaller dates as New Bruns- 
wick, the Coliseum here, and the Madi- 
son, Brooklyn, will return to vaude 
Policies also. 


As to advance buying of attractions, 
the vaude books are pretty well crowded 
with “names” booked far in advance, 
the Bernie deal for several weeks in 
January having been closed yesterday. 
Circuit has Folies Bergeres for a string 
of dates, Dixie Lee (Mrs. Bing Crosby) for 
about five weeks, as well as other at- 
tractons. 

The vaude books at present comprise 
the Palace here, Palace, Chicago; Fox, 
Detroit (full-weekers); Tilyou, Coney Is- 
land (three days), and the Capitol, Tren- 
ton (two days). In addition the Or- 
pheum, Denver; Mainstreet, Kansas City; 
Palace, Cleveland, and Albee, Providence, 
spasmodically play attractions.

Fay’s, Prov- 
idence, resumes vaude August 30, as a 
full-weeker. Binghamton resumes Sep- 
tember 2 as a split week, while Endicott 
and Johnson City are expected to resume 
running units spasmodically. 


Actor Funds Urge Acts To 
Apply for Gov’t Relief Aid 


NEW YORK, Aug. 12. — Destitute 
vaudevillians are being urged to apply 
for home relief and not rely on aid from 


the NVA Fund or Actors’ Fund. The 
NVA Fund has dropped all 78 off its 
weekly dole list and has cut out all free 
dinners, due to lack of funds. About a 
dozen of this number have been picked 
up by the Actors’ Fund and are being 
given assistance for 10 weeks. By that 
time the Actors’ Fund expects them to 
be on the city’s home or work relief 
rolls. 

Both NVA and Actors’ funds say they 
are not in a position to take care of 
needy vaudevillians, altho the NVA is 
still taking care of sick performers in 
the Saranac Lake Lodge and the French 


Hospital wards. The NVA is still bury- 
ing destitute performers in its plot at 
Kensico Cemetery. 

The NVA Fund points out that desti- 
tute performers can get relief from the 
city, so that no one need go hungry. 
Performers already with the vaude re- 
lief units are complaining, meanwhile, 
against the new salary cut which gives 
them $94 monthly, as against $24 week- 
ly before. 

The Actors’ Fund announces it has 
closed arrangements for Jack Inglis, leg- 
less performer, to open a cigar and news 
stand at 146 West 46th street. It says 
the recent Inglis benefit show netted 
him $1,660, after all costs and the inter- 
nal revenue tax had been deducted. The 
store will open this week.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—The entrance of 
the Wilby-Kincey Circuit in the South, 
into the flesh field, tying in with Put - 
lix’s booking of the Interstate Time, has 
resulted in the Major Bowes amateur 
unit being booked until October 2, after 
having started for the Interstate July 12. 
The Bowes unit will be the first to open 
up the Wilby-Kincey houses, mostly one- 
dayers and on percentage. Outcome of 
the Bowes unit in those houses will de- 
termine the advisability of following up 
with other Interstete attractions. 

Publix, thru Charlie Freeman, who 
books the Interstate Time, will be able 
to offer attractions close to‘three months’ 
work if the Wilby-Kincey houses decide 
to play the attractions. Freeman feels 
that this will come about inasmuch as 
when he looked jn on that territory he 
noticed the favorable reaction of flesh. 
He expects to send the Weaver Brothers 
over the same route, this unit opening on 
the Interstate October 2. No other shows 
are booked for this time so far, altho 
Freeman is now negotiating with Phil 
Baker. 

Wilby-Kincey houses into which the 
Bowes show will go include Nashville, 
Knoxville and Chattanooga, Tenn.; Bir- 
mingham and Montgomery, Ala.; Green- 
ville, Columbia and Spartanburg, 8S. C., 
and Charlotte, Greensboro, Winston- 
Salem, Durham and Raleigh, N. C. 
Mostly one-dayers, but Nashville is two 
days and Birmingham three. Unit also 
will play Little Rock, Ark., and Wichita 
Falls, Tex., on this tour. 

Aside frcm these dates the unit already 
took in Houston, Dallas, San Antonio, 
Fort Worth, Tulsa, Oklahoma City and 
Memphis. Publix, in the meantime, is 
busy scouting that territory for other 
towns to come in on the Southern route 
for attractions.

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Paris Gets More Vaude Due 
To 50% State Tax Reduction 


PARIS, Aug. 5.—The new decree re- 
ducing the state taxes on certain 
categories of amusement places is par- 
ticularly favorable as regards music 
halls, circuses and similar establish- 
ments, which are granted a reduction of 
50 per cent. Altho the decree was only 
published 10 days ago, it has already 
caused considerable activity in vaude 
circles. Among the houses tentatively 
slated to switch to vaude or revues of 
vaude flavor are the Empire, Moulin 
Rouge, Scala and the Alhambra. 

The Alhambra is definitely set for 
straight vaude—the others are still on 
the fence. New stage-lighting equip- 
ment and a revolving stage are being in- 
stalled at the Alhambra, which will open 
September 13 with a program headed by 
Lucienne Boyer. Fred Sanborn and 
Larry Adler are announced to follow 
Lucienne Boyer. The ABC, Bobino and 
Europeen will continue their vaude 
policy. The long-dark Folies Wagram is 
being remodeled for reopening as a 
revue house under a new name. The 
Porte Saint Martin is also switching to 
revues. Folies Bergere remains under 
the control of Paul Derval and is pre- 
paring a new revue. 

The new tax decree also reduces the 
taxes of the picture houses, but only to 
a comparatively small extent: 


amount of work for suitable American 
acts. The Riviera resort towns, Nice, 
Cannes, Monte Carlo and Juan-les-Pins, 
which formerly only livened up during 
the late winter months, are now live 
spots the year round with casinos and 
cabarets featuring good American or in- 
ternationally known acts. Toulon, Mar- 
seille, Aix-en-Provence and Lyons, dur- 
ing all but the midsummer season, offer 
chances for acts te break the long 
Paris-Riviera jump. Bordeaux, Lille, 
Toulouse, Rheims, Rouen, Saint Etienne 
and Strasbourg are also veering toward 
vaude and revues. Bordeaux at present 
using 10 acts weekly; Lille four to six, 
and Strasbourg opening new house 
shortly where acts will get two weeks. 
The tax reductions will undoubtedly 
react in favor of flesh in these cities 
as well as here. 


A comparatively new field for vaude 
acts is the commercial fair. Every city 
and town of any importance in France 
holds at least one such fair or exposition 
each year, and recently it has become 
the vogue to offer vaude programs at 
these fairs to entice the crowds. A new 
type of agent has sprung up to book 
these fairs, some indoors and some out- 
doors, as well as to promote open-air 
shows in stadiums, parks and other out- 
door locations.

Big European Field 
For American Acts 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—With the reopen- 
ing of the English music halls that have 
been dark during the early summer, 
British vaude gives room to considerable 
American talent. The week, beginning 
Monday, sees no fewer than 65 American 
vaude acts playing English music hall 
dates. Of these acts 34 are appearing 
over the General Theaters and Moss 
Empires Corporation, which circuit in- 
cludes the Palladium and Holborn Em- 
pire here. 

Another feature is the employment of 
American acts in road units and revue 
productions. During the next few weeks 
Ken Harvey, Three Midnite Steppers, 
Three Jades, George Prentice, Raymond 
Baird and Raye, Naldi and La Rue, all 
American acts, go on the road with re- 
vue and musical productions, with up- 
wards of 30 consecutive weeks’ work lined 
up. 

Continental spots, especially in Nor- 
way, Sweden and Denmark, are employ- 
ing more American talent than before, 
while American acts are popular in the 
major German spots such as the Scala 
and Wintergarten, Berlin; Hansa and 
Ufa Palast, Hamburg; Kaiserhof, Co- 
logne; Apollo, Dusseldorf, and the 
Stadtgarten, Stuttgart. 

Quite a few American acts have re- 
cently appeared at Algiers and Tunis, 
North Africa, and at Cairo and Alexan- 
dria, Egypt. 


Levey Books Vancouver 


VANCOUVER, B. C., Aug. 10.—The old 
Vancouver Theater, which used to play 
Orpheum shows, has opened as the Lyric 
Theater, with R. J. Dawson as lessee and 
manager. The entire interior of the 
building has been remodeled and redec- 
orated.

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Radio City, New York

In 
addition, he feeds Dave Vine when Vine 
is planted in the box for comedy talk. 
Sullivan is a pleasant stage personality 
and is wise enough not to push himself 
too much. 


Opening turn is Rita Rio, a peppy 
little brunet doubling from the Paradise 
Restaurant. She sings a bit and then 
flounces around, winding up with a 
hotcha La Cacuracha number. 


The two Stanley Sisters then did their 
excellent shadow acrobatic dance, altho 
much of its effect was lost due to lack 
of a backdrop and effective lighting. 
Took three bows, which is something for 
a single acrobatic specialty. 


Babs Ryan and Brothers were an easy 
hit with their soft harmonizing and 
peppy lyrics. Girl, a nice-looking blond, 
and two boys are grouped around a 
small piano in pleasant and informal 


style. 


Peg-Leg Bates, colored one-legged 
dancer, pulled a show-stop with his 
amazingly nimble dancing. He hops 
around as spry as any two-footed 
youngster and puts over snappy routines 
like nobody’s business. Encored twice. 


Dave Vine’s gabbing from the box, 
with Sullivan acting as stooge, drew a 
load of laughs. Vine’s fine sense of 
humor and amusing Jewish dialect got 
the crowd with him from the start. 
Switching to the stage, he also put over 
a few Jewish stories, going off to a 
healthy hand. 

Despite the fact that a singing act 
was spotted earlier in the show, Alan 
Cross and Henry Dunn stopped the 
show cold with their slick harmonizing 
and light comedy. Dunn's vigorous 
voice and Cross’ sweeter tones and com- 
edy lines combined to put them over 
like a house afire. Did 21 minutes be- 
fore the customers would let them off.

Radio City Music Hall, N. Y. 


(Reviewed Thursday Evening, August 8) 


The Music Hall isn’t itself lately, not 
splurging as customary on its stage 
show—maybe it’s summer budgeting. 
Current production is but a 30-minute 
affair and split up into only three ses- 
sions. Not one of them borders on 
elaborateness, but in any event the show 
is compact and sufficiently entertaining 
and colorful enough to satisfy the 
house’s regular box-office plunker- 
downers. Picture is The Farmer Takes a 
Wife (Fox), starring Janet Gaynor and 
Henry Fonda. Not much of a play at 
this third show opening day. 

Following a short subject, Dick Lei- 
bert’s good tho brief work at the con- 
sole, and the newsreel, the symphony 
ork gets its inning for a 11-minute over- 
ture. Chabrier’s Espana gets a break 
this week, and is certainly done well by. 
The leader's showmanly conducting adds 
to the applause value of the overture. 

Fanfare is the title of this Leonidoff 
show, and Spider and the Fly is the 
opener. But for a huge web, lighted by 
rear projection, the entire stage is dark- 
ened, making a beautiful layout. Carlos 
Peterson portrays the spider and Thelma 
Corey the fly, with some members of the 
ballet corps flitting about as other flies. 
A quickie—no entertainment but good 
to look at. 

Not on the Menu follows and that’s 
plenty interesting because Jack Powell's 
repeating here with his novel wielding 
of the drumsticks. Still in the garb 
of a cook and working in an attractive 
kitchen set, Jack does very clever work 
with the sticks, showing outstanding 
rhythm, and his delivery is A-1. He was 
received big. Number has further ap- 
peal with the Rockettes, who, as cookies 
in an oven, are as flawless as ever in 
executing a very cute routine. 

Excerpts from La Giaconda are the last 
of the layout, leading off with Jan 
Peerce singing Heaven and Ocean. Given 
a little production with it. Sings as well 
as ever. Dance of the Hours follows, 
and that’s a beautiful number in which 
Hilda Eckler, Betty Bannister and 
Nicholas Daks solo while the ballet 
group and the Rockettes round out the 
session in a blaze of color. Lots of ex- 
cellent costuming and effective cance 
work.

Earle, Philadelphia 


(Reviewed Friday Afternoon, August 9) 
(First Show) 


The crazy Britton Boys and their 
looney band stand aces in Philly as en- 
tertainers. Asa result their show at the 
Earle brought out a crowd that was 
standing four deep at the end of the 
first performance. 


Offering is a unit, with the Brittons 
forming the musical background for the 
entire act. They are on stage most of 
the time. and as Shakespeare said, 
there’s never a dull moment. 

Band starts straight, with Milt Brit- 
ton leading. Plays Asleep in the Deep, 
using the neon-lighted trombone. Pirst 
gag comes with the Bronx cheer finish 
to the number. They follow with a med- 
ley of tunes from their flicker, Sweet 
Music. Still straight, tho Walter Powell, 
the trombonist, interrupts the crooner 
by tumbling off the band stand. At 
this point the band goes crazy with the 
siphon bottle stunts and Powell’s trom- 
bone imitations. 

Weldon and Honey, the latter a shape- 
ly blonde, are introduced for some acro- 
batic snake-hips sort of dancing. Tito, 
the accordionist with the band, then ap- 
pears before the curtain (while the 
debris is being cleaned up) to play 
Rimsky-Korsakow’'s Flight of the Bum- 
blebee. The Six Modern Age Dancers 
(tho only five appear) follow with a 
modernistic ballet, c.ad in slinky biack 
costumes. Tee Tina, hotcha singer, is 
next with Christmas Night in Harlem. 

Weldon and Honey appear again in 
whites and top hat for another athletic 
tap, followed by the ballet, also in white, 
which gives a more subdued modern 
dance. 

Three of the Britton boys then put 
on some oomedy juggling, paving the 
way for Serge Flash, who performs his 
unusual stunts with the sticks and the 
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rubber ball to win the loudest hand of 
the afternoon for his dexterity. Before 
the curtain Tee Tina and Tito join in 
a vocal-accordion rendition of I Got 
Rhuthm, 

The rest of the show is Britton mad- 
ness. Frank comes out for his violin 
solo with a femme impersonator as ac- 
companist. This begins the violin 
smashing business, which mounts in 
crescendo until the stage is a shambles. 
Then band goes into old Music Masters’ 
makeup and plays brief selections from 
the great composers, which soon leads 
into more comedy when Powell and his 
cello get in the way of Milt Britton’s 
trombone solo. More knockabout com- 
edy, with practically everything being 
smashed and then a run across the stage 
of the whole company for the finale. 
Good musical nonsense and the audience 
relished it all.

A pleasant and unpretentious little 
stage show at the Roxy this week, in 
support of Orchids to You (Fox) on the 
screen, Which can stand any support it 
can get. Quite a bit of dancing and not 
enough comedy, but fast and smooth- 
running. 

Walter Dare Wahl and Emmett Old- 
field provide what comedy there !s with 
their always amusing hand-to-hand rou- 
tine, which went over as nicely as ever.

Also on the dancing side are Billy and 
Beverly Bemis, who perform energetically 
and capably in three routines. one of 
them a solo from Billy in which he taps 
to his own castinet accompaniment.

Sally Rand, who made history the first 
year of A Century of Progress with her 
fan dance, and renewed her fame the 
following year with a bubble dance, has 
turned to Grecian mythology for her lat- 
est creation and is introducing a dance 
based on the legend of Leda and the 
Swan, The result is disappointing, first 
because such a subject demands the ut- 
most of grace in interpretation, a thing 
Miss Rand does not possess, and secondly 
because she is a bit too hefty to attempt 
ballet dancing of any kind.

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No Changes in Sundays, 
Rehearsals Despite Howl 


Managers’ kick energetic but unavailing—League attacks 
Equity referendum as insidious—Gillmore answers Mos- 
kowitz—League meeting to discuss plans 


* 

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.— Repercussions of Equity’s referendum on Sunday 
shows are still heard along the Broadway front, with the managers objecting in 
no uncertain terms to the outcome, and a meeting of the League of New York 
Theaters scheduled for Tuesday to decide what to do about it, if anything Pay 
for rehearsals, another sore point with the managers, will also be brought up, with 
an effort made to get an expression of individual opinion and policy, so that 
some sort of group policy may be formulated. The possibility of getting a basic 


agreement with the actors’ organization 
may also be brought up, altho nothing 
definite has been done on that as yet. 

Equity referendum, as reported last 
week, resulted in a victory for alternative 
mumber four, that allowing Sunday 
shows providing the actor gets an extra 
eighth of a week’s salary for playing on 
the Sabbath. Equity council met Tues- 
day (6) end, as expected, ratified the 
wishes of the membership. The managers 
immediately squawked, claiming, as they 
have for the past six months, that an 
extra eighth would nullify any good ef- 
fects that Sunday performances might 
bring. 

Dr. Henry Moskowitz, adviser to the 
League, acted as spokesman for the man- 
agers, attacking the referendum as soon 
the result was announced Tuesday night. 
Specifically, the managers objected to the 
way in which the referendum went out, 
containing as it did two references to 
the fact that the council had already 
voted in favor of an extra eighth for 
Sundays. “In the opinion of the man- 
agers,” said Dr. Moskowitz, “this rep- 
resents an insidious method of recom- 
mending the very result they obtained.” 

He also touched on the fact that 
Equity, fighting the Sunday show bills in 
Albany, had insisted that Sunday was the 
actors’ day of rest. “Now,” he said, 
“Equity changes front and asks for dou- 
ble pay on Sundays, altho it permits 
single pay outside of New York State.” 


Gillmore Answers 


In an answer to the managers’ charges, 
Frank Gillmore, president of Equity, 
pointed out that the referendum had 
been sent to William A. Brady, man- 
agerial leader, who is also an Equity 
member, and Brady had phoned in, com- 
plimenting Equity.on the fairness of the 
ballot. As for the fact that Equity, 
fighting in Albany for a Sunday day of 
rest, had changed to double pay on Sun- 
days once the law was passed, Gillmore 
said that the actors did not want to play 
on Sundays, but that they no doubt feit 
that it was impractical to give an out- 
and-out refusal. He is convinced, he said, 
that if proposition number four had 
not won out, the victory would have 
gone to proposition number three, a flat 
refusal to piay under any circumstances. 

The result of the referendum was at- 
tacked by practically every manager in 
town. Many admitted that they did not 
know whether they would play Sundays 
even if Equity had passed them with 
single pay, but they were unanimous 
in declaring that the double pay ruling 
had killed any chances there might have 
been. The meeting Tuesday will try to 
get individual reactions so that a policy 
may be based thereon. It is improbable 
that there will be any Sunday shows, ex- 
cept possibly in the cases of a few small- 
cast shows which figure that they may 
be able to meet Equity’s extra-pay rap 
and still make a bit of money. 


Rehearsal Pay Stays 


As for pay for rehearsals, another sore 
point with the managers, there is no like- 
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lihood that anything will be done. The 
managers submitted a brief to Equity, as 
cutiined here two weeks ago, requesting 
modifications in the ruling, particularly 
as it regarded high-salaried players, and 
requesting a second hearing before 
Equity council after the council had 
considered the brief. The council wiil 
undoubtedly receive the second man- 
agerial deputation, but the rehearsal pay 
ruling will stay on the books regardless. 
Decision as to the second meeting rests 
with the council and will probably be 
made at the special meeting which has 
been called for Tuesday (13). 


As for the basic agreement, the man- 
agers will push hard for it, but there is 
small likelihood that it will come thru 
unless they can offer Equity advantages. 
Best chance of that would be to make 
the League responsible for defaulting 
members, With a bond posted with 
Equity to insure payment. 

Gillmore, in replying to Moskowitz’s 
blast, said: “The council of Equity is a 
reasonable body and if, after a trial, it 
finds that any of its policies are acting 
as a deterrent to the interests of its 
members or to the theater as a whole, I 
am confident that there will be a recon- 
sideration.” That would apply to both 
the pay for rehearsals rule and to Sun- 
day shows. But it also means that they 
will be given a trial and the earliest the 
managers can expect modification of any 
kind would be next fall.

FROVW OUT FRONT 


By Eugene Burr 


As was expected, the Equity referendum resulted in a victory for suggestion 
number four, that which okehs Sunday shows providing that the players receive 
an extra one-eighth salary for each Sabbath stint. That, say many, is only fatr. 
The managers, they argue, have fought long and hard for Sunday shows, claim- 
ing that they would hasten the salvation of legit by providing extra moneys— 
moneys which could be severed from the yokels only on the day of rest. So, they 
say, if Sunday shows are to be so profitable to the managements, if the entire 
theater is to reap benefits from them, why not the actor? If the manager ex- 
pects, as he says, to make money on Sundays, why should not some of that money 
go to the hard-pressed thespians upon whose shoulders falls the burden of his play? 

All of that is very well; on paper it sounds fair enough. But the fact remains 
that the Sunday performance is merely an expedient to keep shows running longer. 
The chances are that few if any managers consider the Sunday show any great asset 
to the managerial treasury; as a matter of fact, it is doubtful chat successful 
shows would play Sundays under any circumstances. The Sunday show is con- 
sidered merely as 2 possible means of keeping open for a little longer those pro- 
ductions which fall on the borderline between black and red. If possible profits 
se to be eaten up in increased salaries, the shows will close just as quickly as 
before. 

The manager, of course, is interested in prolonging the life of a show; his 
profit is increased thereby. But that also gees for the actor. Each week the 
show remains open means another week of salary before the agonizing round of 
job-hunting must begin again. That certainly is a legitimate gain for the actor. 
Sunday shows as a possible means of prolonging doubtful runs rate right along 
with Equity’s recent suggestion of a sliding scale for tottering shows. 

In any case, the actor is not called upon to work overtime, which alone would 
justify the extra eighth. He goes thru the same arduous routine as always— 
eight performances each week—not nine. It is no more logical to demand an 
extra eighth for Sundays than to ask it for holiday nights. The performer has 
played on the nights of Christmas, New Year’s, the Fourth of July and even St. 
Valentine’s day for quite a while now without demanding an extra eighth for 
so doing.

Speaking of Equity’s recent sliding-scale suggestion, it at least brought to 
light one thing: the astounding apathy of the average Equity member to things 
which vitally affect his life and work. The plan was a revolutionary one which 
might possibly have changed the entire setup of production. It was a sensible 
plan, a well-thought-out one, a plan which might conceivably have benefited both 
the theater and the actor immeasurably. Before even discussing so important a 
step Equity officis!s wanted to sound out the membership. To that end comments 
were invited—solicited, even. 

And no comments came. To date there has been so little response that it 
remains negligible. Equity members just don’t seem to care—or else they can’t be 
bothered. It is discouraging to see that sort of attitude Violent objections to the 
plan would be welcome: they at least would show an interest and prove that actors 
were, after all. watching their field. Even a few letters would show something. 
But nothing came except several scattered and indirect comments from the Mid- 
West. It is an attitude almost worthy of the managers, 


Jackson Play 
Appears Weak 


Author the works in his 
one-man season — latest 
show is pretentious 


SCARBOROUGH, N. Y., Aug. 10. — 
Corrida, an ancient story of Spain, and 
the largest, most pretentious production 
offered by the one-man season of Fred- 
erick Jackson here, did not excite the 
natives of Scarborough, or, one is afraid, 
the natives of any other town. 

Starring Gaston Valcourt, a FPrench- 
man, Corrida (which means the bull 
rings of ~ egy Page in lengthy. over- 
written terms the life of Gitanito, the 
Gypsy. The author, using the flash- 
back method, begins in 1935 with 
Gitanito’s son, Pedro, also M. Valcourt. 
Pedro, having run away from the uni- 
versity, discovers that bullfighting is in 
his veins when his grandfather tells him 
the story of his father, the famous 
matador. 

It’s a long story and involves the tem- 
pestuous Gypsy, the beautiful girl, the 
flair for bullfighting, temptation, fame, 
marriage, a baby, giving up bullfight- 
ing, returning to bullfighting, getting 
killed, almost dying in Scene 1, Act III, 
dying in Scene 2, Act III, and then com- 
ing back to 1935 to watch Pedro state 
very seriously that he will carry on for 
the honor of G:tanito and Spain. 


The cast comprisesi 30-odd people, 
with no one particularly outstanding.

On 
the other hand, Jackson is becoming a 
household name. Interest has been ex- 
pressed in The Road to Paradise, in 
which Lenore Ulric played several weeks 
ago. All the movie companies come up 
as a matter of course, and two at least 
have been known to make Jackson some 
pretty definite offers. But he prefers to 
sit tight, wait for the end of the season 
and see what can be dumped on Broad- 
way first, to boost the picture sale price. 
Jackson seems to take it all very good- 
naturedly. 

Incidentally, Murder With Pen and 
Ink, another Jackson opus, was done at 
Ogunquit, Me., a few weeks ago. This 
would bring the list to 11, not to men- 
tion the fact that Stamford, Conn., also 
did The Road to Paradise with Miss 
Ulric. The author also wrote The Bishop 
Misbehaves, which starred Walter Con- 
nolly this past season on Broadway.

What is hereinafter contained is 
heresy triply damned; of that your re- 
porter is quite aware. None the less, 
honesty is honesty and opinions are 
opinions—and it is your reporter’s opin- 
ion that the Civic Light Opera Com- 
pany’s Gondoliers, role for role and 
scene by scene, equaled or surpassed 
The Gondoliers as it was presented last 
fall by the world-famed D’Oyly Carte 
Company. That, of course, may merely 
be the workings of provincial pride— 
but it’s doubtful. Provincial pride has 
never been among the stronger of your 
reporter’s scattered attributes. 


The production of the Civic Light 
Opera Company under the leadership of 
Lodewick Vroom was, of course, not up 
‘to the D’Oyly Carte standard. That is 
only to be expected in any stock presen- 
tation. But the performers were excel- 
lent, the orchestra under Louis Kroll’s 
direction outdid itself, and The Gondo- 
liers turned out to be a grand show. It 
was, incidentally, the Civic’s fourth item 
in the current Gilbert and Sullivan 
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series, and it opened at the Adelphi 
Monday night. 

Comparisons are annoying; there 
would be little point in comparing the 
current performers with those in the fa- 
mous English organization. Suffice it 
to say that, in this reviewer’s opinion, 
at least five of the principals went a 
shade or two ahead of their English 
competitors, and the rest appeared at 
least equal. 

William Danforth’s penchant for 
fiendish fun and macabre madness had 
full play in the part of Don Alhambra, 
and his rendition of When Everyone Is 
Somebodee was all that could be asked. 
Frank Moulan was a dignified, slyly 
humorous, subtly devastating Duke of 
Plaza-Toro, and Vera Ross was in grand 
form as the Duchess. Howard Marsh was 
in his best voice of the season as Marco, 
while Bertram Peacock practically ran 
away with the show on several occasions 
as Giuseppe. His Duties of the King 
tied up the proceedings almost indefi- 
nitely. Vivian Hart, of course, made a 
charming Giannetta, and Margaret 
Daum, as Casilda, contributed her best 
singing so far, a really splendid perform- 
ance. 

Two newcomers also helped consider- 
ably. Walter Andrews made a charming 
Luiz, and his singing in the duets with 
Miss Daum was all that could possibly 
be desired. And Peggy Strickland, whose 
only previous Broadway appearance, so 
far as the records show, was in the sing- 
ing chorus of East Wind, made a de- 
lightful tho nervous Tessa. A very pretty 
lass, she is also possessed of a lovely 
voice—which she knows how to handle 
excellently. 

The chorus singing was first-rate, and 
the costumes were fresh and bright. The 
only fault was a letdown in the action- 
tempo of the seccnd act, but probably 
that was easily and speedily remedied.

ST. LOUIS, Aug. 10.—Federal Judge Charles Dewey, of Des Moines, has re- 
fused to set ‘August 19 as the date for a hearing for an injunction against the 


major producers. 


He stated that he could see no emergency in the situation. 


The U. S. Department of Justice had petitioned the court to grant a temporary 
injunction to prevent Warners and others from negotiating contracts. The yovern- 
ment some time ago entered suit against the majors charging restraint of trade, 
naming Warners, First National, Paramount and RKO. The government charged 


that Warners’ theaters in this city con- 
spired with the distributors to withhold 
product from three first-run independent 
houses here, thus depriving them of busi- 
ness. 

This is the first of what is to be a 
series of suits against the majors on anti- 
trust charges. The case is scheduled to 
come up September 4, but the govern- 
ment desired to push it thru in order to 
get a decision before new contracts were 
made between the theaters and the dis- 
tributors. 

The situation here is the same that 
exists in many other parts of the coun- 
try and should the Department of Jus- 
tice win a decision it will not be neces- 
sary to prosecute other like cases. 

A few weeks ago the defendants asked 
that the case be postponed until late in 
the fall, claiming the St. Louis weather 
was too hot to properly conduct the 


se. 

Exhibitors are anxiously awaiting the 
hearing and many indie organizations are 
planning similar suits should the govern- 
ment fail to win thisone. If the govern- 
ment wins it will mean a general change 
in the method of selling pictures. It 
will probably mean that theaters can bid 
in the open. market for product and 
favoritism will be out. It will hurt the 
affiliated houses more than the inde- 
pendents and may cause some of the 
large holding companies to divorce thea- 
ters from distribution.

This move proved un- 
necessary, however, as Art Director Wil- 
liam A. Horning said on his arrival 
Wednesday that the costume department 
of the company would furnish the wear- 
ing apparel.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 10.—Allied Ex- 
hibitors, Inc., has filed application for a 
charter here with capital stock of $5,000. 
It will be a State unit of Allied Theater 
Owners. 

The United Theaters, one of the 
largest companies in and around the city, 
operating 18 houses, has sent its resigna- 
tion to the Gulf States Theater Owners’ 
Association. No reason was given for the 
move. 


Judge Declares 


ASCAP Monopoly | 


OLYMPIA, Wash., Aug. 10.—Superior 
Judge D. F. Wright enjoined the Amer- 
ican Society of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers from entering into additional 
agreements in this State, asserting it had 
built up a monopoly on “hotcha synco- 
pation” and had fixed prices. All exist- 
ing agreements were ordered placed in 
status quo until the society shows that 
it is complying with the law. The court 
found that the society had pooled copy- 
rights. 

Just how this will affect picture 
houses is a question. Most exhibitors 
hope that they will be relieved of the 
tax they now pay to ASCAP. 


Detroit Film Booking 
Organization Dormant 


DETROIT, Aug. 10.—United Detroit 
Service Corporation, the film-booking or- 
ganization formed by United Detroit 
Theaters, Publix operating unit, to han- 
dle films for independent theaters last 
year, has become dormant, it was dis- 
closed this week. The organization has 
ceased all activities and Henry P. Zapp, 
former part owner of Monarch Pictures 
Exchange, who was appointed its head, is 
devoting all his time to vaudeville book- 
ings for Detroit Artists’ Bureau, another 
Publix unit. 

The film-booking department may be 
revived in the fall to service theaters 
other than those of the Publix chain, 
Zapp said.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—United Artists 
will spend $18,000,000 in the coming 
year for product, according to an an- 
nouncement made here today.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 10.— With 
negotiations between projectionists and 
exhibitors slated to start here shortly to 
draw up new wage agreements for the 
coming year, the Motion Picture Projec- 
tionists’ Union, Local No. 164, has mailed 
40,000 questionnaires to affiliated union 
members to secure information which it 
can use to carry on its bargaining. 

The letters contain self-addressed post- 
cards asking information relative to how 
often people in the recipient’s family go 
to shows, whether they patronize down- 
town or neighborhood houses, and how 
the patronage is divided between chil- 
dren and adults. 

Indications are that the union will 
seek an increase in wages under the new 
contract with exhibitors inclined to re- 
ject such a proposition. The present 
agreement expires August 31. 


Akron Bank Nights 
Will Bring Arrests 


AKRON, O., Aug. 10.—Declaring that 
Law Director C. C. Benner has branded 
as lotteries the bank nights at four or 
five neighborhood theaters, Vice Squad 
Chief E J. Heffernan today threatened 
the theater owners with arrest. 

“We are going to stop these drawings 
if we have to arrest the theater owners,” 
said Captain Heffernan. 

The drive against the theater “lot- 
teries” will start immediately, Heffernan 
said.

Heffernan’s announcement followed a 
cenference with Attorney Scott Belden, 
who has filed 10 suits in Municipal Court 
on behalf of persons who ask recovery of 
admission prices and the statutory 
penalty of $50.

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 10.—A two weeks’ 
quarantine for children under 16 years 
of age has been established by the DeKalb 
County health authorities, affecting all 
motion picture theaters, swimming pools, 
churches and Sunday schools, to prevent 
the spread of infantile paralysis. Part of 
the city of Atlanta and Decatur are in 
this county. 

The quarantine has not been estab- 
lMshed in Pulton County as yet. A case 
of the disease was discovered in Decatur 
which led to the quarantine.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 10.—Is Louisi- 
ana’s new film censorship board going 
to function soon or not at all? This 
question perplexes “film row” here and 
everybody is beginning to wonder if 
Senator Huey P. Long’s recent state- 
ment, “We understand the motion pic- 
ture situation much better now,” meant 
that censorship may never come to pass 
within the commonwealth unless per- 
haps a picture show pops up which May 
displease a certain party or parties. 

The new censorship law went into 
effect July 28 and not a single picture 
has been officially approved, despite the 
recent warnings that all exhibitors 
would be forced to show pictures after 
July 28 which bore the seal of approval. 
In the meantime exhibitors and ex- 
changes are going about their business 
as if nothing had ever happened. 

Plans to build a projection room on:

controlled Roosevelt Hotel have sud- 
denly been dropped, and one undenied 
report goes so far as to say that Gov- 
ernor O. K. Allen has never signed the 
censorship act, tho it passed nearly a 
month ago at a special session of the 
Legislature. Members of the newly ap- 
pointed board have nothing to say 
about the matter and will not commit 
themselves as to when they expect to 
see Official censorship begin.

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—W. Ray John- 
ston, president of Republic Pictures

Observations

We don't like to complain continually about the giveaway craze, for every 
man is entitled to operate his own theater as he sees fit, but we believe the whole 
theater business is going to get a black eye unless the practice is stopped. Theater 
owners have long complained about heavy taxation, but it will be reasonable for 
legislators to believe that if a theater can afford to give away an automobile 
each week it certainly shouldn’t complain if a few cents is added to admission 
prices. In Denver the giveaway situation has reached the point where, of 31 
theaters in the city, 24 are giving away prizes ranging from groceries to cars. 

* * * 


It won’t be long now until! film salesmen will take to the road with a brief 
case full of advance information on the greatest pictures ever produced. They 
always claim that next season’s product will fill theaters to overflowing and that 
from now on the exhibitor who books their product can go right out and shop for 
a yacht. Each year finds most exhibs pushovers for this line of talk, gassed into 
higher rentals and more percentage pictures. But unless all signs fall the sales- 
men are going to find more resistance than ever before. The theater owner is 
being socked all that the traffic will bear, and unless he clamps down and gets 
pictures at a fair price he might just as well shcp around for a nice comfortable 
poorhouse. With every producing company showing profits some of it should be 
returned to the exhibitors. 

* * oo 

Each day we learn of new theaters being constructed in every section of the 
country. It is a healthy sign, but it is likely to cause overseating in most spots 
There is hardly a city in the country that cannot take care of the population 
without additional seats. Most houses have been playing to half capacity, and 
now that business has perked up a bit along come new seats to offer competition. 
In addition to the seating problem it is going to add to the difficulty in obtaining 
good pictures at a fair price. 

. * * * 

The picture business is a peculiar one. Everyone talks in millions of dollars. 
Anything under a million is chicken feed and not worth discussing. We learn 
that producers will spend about %200,00C,000 for product. Stars’ salaries reach 
several hundred thousand a year. as do executives’. No one sues anyone for less 
than a million, with William Fox topping by demanding $20,958,000 for broken 
agreements. They read like national debts, but it’s all part of the build-up of 
the industry and it will likely continue to be just as reckless with figures. 

* * * 

Beginning this week the Capitol Theater, New York, goes on a straight first- 
run grind policy, leaving only two first-run presentation houses in the Times 
Square sector, the management believing that people are willing to pay to see 
good pictures. When Paramount dropped stage shows there was little noticeable 
drop in the number of patrons and when a good picture hit the theater the 


crowds jammed it.

Here certainly is the finest picture 
Katharine Hepburn has ever made. 
Alice Adams is the kind of a story the 
American public will never tire of on 
the screen. It is a simple down-to-earth 
yarn about a poor family trying to give 
their children everything that the more 
able living around them are doing. It 
gives Miss Hepburn the greatest oppor- 
tunity in her short cinema career and 
she makes the most of it. 

Cast in the title role, Miss Hepburn 
has Fred Stone for her father, Ann 
Shoemaker for her mother and Frank 
Albertson for her brother. 

All of his life Stone has worked for 
Charley Grapewin in his drug factory 
and all his married life his wife has 
nagged him to get himself out of the 
rut of being a common drug clerk and 
get something that would give his 
daughter and son the equal chance their 
neighbors are giving their children.

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Magic and Magicians

HOWARD THURSTON on August 6 
again announced his retirement from 
the stage to take up the production of 
what he calls “magic drama,” according 
to a press release sent out last week by 
Earle Ferris Associates, New York, and 
carried by several of the New York dailies. 
The announcement, it is said, was made 
at Briarcliff Lodge, Briarcliff, N. Y., where 
Mr. Thurston has been vacationing under 
the supervision of Dr. William Howard 
Hay, diet specialist. Thurston’s first pro- 
duction will be a drama entitled The 
Demon, the report says. The rumor of 
Thurston’s retirement has been making 
the rounds of magicdom for the last sev- 
eral months, but even his best friends 
doubt the sincerity of the announcement. 
Surely, they believe, America’s best known 
magician would not toss aside his wand 
in such an inauspicious manner. It’s not 
like Thurston to do that. He’s good for at 
least one “farewell tour.” Other artists 
in the past have made dozens of ’em. 
And a “farewell tour” by Howard Thurs- 
ton would mean plenty of coconuts for 
all concerned. No one is overlooking a 
bet like that these days. You may have 
bet on King Levinsky, but don’t bet 
that Howard Thurston is quitting magic 
—not just now, at least. 


AS WE GO TO PRESS, Abe Feingold, 
Thurston’s personal manager, in a state- 
ment to The Billboard, denies the story 
of Thurston’s retirement from the magic 
field. That confirms the story carried 
here last week to the effect that the old 
master would begin his new season at 
either Philadelphia or Baltimore late this 
month. 


HARRY THURSTON’S magic show of 
25 people closed its canvas tour in De- 
catur, Ind., August 3, a little earlier 
than scheduled, due to a slight illness of 
Mrs. Thurston.

neighboring town 
about 20 miles 
from here to look the show over. 

They had a rather nice looking lay- 
out for a small circus, but we waited to 
hear what they had in the way of a band 
before going in. We heard a five-piece 
band struggle along with the entry 
march. This show lost the business of 
this dozen, as not one of us went in on 
account of the size and quality of the 
band. 

I have had no connection with any cir- 
cus in a business way, am not a profes- 
sional musician and I do not wish to 
appear in the light of trying to tell old- 
time showmen how to run their busi- 
ness, but it occurred to me that it would 
be perhaps interesting for them to know 
that the average circus fan considers a 
good band at least half of the show, and 
that they are practicing false economy by 
cutting their bands down too small.

Charley 
Cogill did a song and dance with 
Dundreary side whiskers. Sam Stanford, 
Billy Birch, Ben Cotton and W. 8. 
Bernard, well-known minstrels, wore 
chin whiskers, and Archie Hughes, Sam 
Sharpley and George Reynolds wore 
Plain goatees. Charley White used to 
play old darkey women in afterpieces 
with a short beard. Cool Burgess wore a 
fierce military mustache, no matter 
what part he played. Hank White wore 
a little bunch of chin whiskers that can- 
not be described. 

“Hank was a noted Negro comedian in 
his day and a favorite in the small 
towns in New York and Pennsylvania 
thru which he traveled with the old 
Whittemore & Clark Minstrels. Jack 
Haverly was booked over this circuit 
with his Mastodons one season and was 
advised to secure Hank for his company. 
Haverly offered him an engagement at 
$40 a week, which was about twice the 
salary he usually received. This was 
Hank’s reply: ‘I don’t think I want to 
go with your troupe. No show can live 
and pay such money.’”

I had a personal acquaintance with 
Bill Kibble, Johnny Whalen, Pred (Major) 
Smith, Joe Egan, Jack Cullen, Billy Kil- 


patrick and some of the others men- 
tioned, but when it comes to real chain- 
lightning baton juggling my opinion is 
that Johnny Whalen and Jack Cullen 
were in a class by themselves. It is not 
my intention to take any credit away 
from any of the boys for, as I have said, 
I have trouped with nearly all of them 
and considered every one my friend. I 
never had the pleasure of meeting or 
trouping with Mr. Leedy and while it is 
not my idea to start a controversy with 
Mr. Leedy or anyone else, nevertheless I 
will have to challenge his statement 
about Smith throwing a baton higher 
than any other in the business. 

There never was, and I don’t think 
ever will be again, a juggling drum major 
who could begin to compare with Cul- 
len when it came to fast high-throwing. 
Major Smith was a handsome chap, very 
neat and artistic and made a wonderful 
appearance both on the street and,stage, 
but he lacked both the speed and routine 
of either Whalen or Cullen. I would not 


venture to say which I thought the bet- 
ter between Whaler or Cullen, but. one 
thing certain is that when it came to 
throwing that baton to the top of build- 
ings several stories high, over trolley and 
telegraph wires while on parade with the 
Haverly Mastadon Minstrels, Cullen was 
in a class by himself. 

While most baton and gun jugglers 
confined themselves to that line alone, 
Whalen and Cullen were somewhat dif- 
ferent, as Johnny Whalen was somewhat 
of an expert as a song and dance man, 
while Cullen was a pretty fair actor, hav- 

played prominent parts in Hogan’s 
Alley, Gus Hill's original production of 
McFadden’s Row of Flats, where he was 
featured in the act of the original Four 
Emperors of Music, and for one or two 
seasons played the part of Marks the 
Lawyer with the late Ed F. Davis Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin company on which show I 
again had the pleasure of touring to the 
Coast and back with Jack. While not 
all of the best drum majors came from 
the State of New York, I venture to say 
that the majority of them did. Cullen 
and Whalen resided in Watkins, N. Y., 
Smith in Corning, Frank and Joe Egan in 
Elmira, Jimmie Devlin in Oswego, Prank 
Carr in Geneva, Owen Brady in Auburn, 
and there were several others from that 
State whose names I do not recall.

BRUCE BARHAM — The matter con- 
cerning those two States has been washed 
up and peace is assured by them. We 
take every word of your letter as facts 
which did occur and perhaps shall al- 
ways be in existence. It is now up to 
readers to report to us any trouble that 
may arise regarding reciprocal agreement 
between States. We ask that if there is 
further trouble in the Peoria, Ill., dis- 
trict that they immediately get in touch 
with this department. 

FLYING: LAVANS — Other than on 
your insurance we see no reason why you 
should be molested. Your $1,000 liability 
and $1,000 property damage policy is not 
sufficient to cover your equipment. We 
suggest you increase insurance to $10,000 
liability and %20,000 property damage, 
which is, in term, a regular automobile 
policy. Your linois license plates are 
okeh. 


EDITOR’S NOTE — We are printing 
herewith a letter from one of the many 
readers of the Motor Transportation De- 
partment, George G. Ritter, who had a 
letter here some months ago in regard 
to crossing Oklahoma:

“Coming up to Montana I had to buy 
licenses in three States, or three sets of 
licenses, for my truck and trailer. Now 
as I have arranged my outfit I put my 
trailer on my truck. My cookhouse I tow 
behind my truck, which makes a length 
of 35 feet. 

“By hauling housecar and towing cook- 
house, which has sufficient license, if I 
get knocked off, I will have no more 
licenses to buy. I am going from here to 
Louisiana. There are so many new laws 
made every day that I don’t know how 
to keep out of trouble; as a road show- 
man I must travel. I would like to 
know how to prepare to keep from feel- 
ing like a fugitive from a chain gang, 
or something; being in hot water is a 
nerve-wrecking feeling. I have lights, 
licenses and all kinds of required equip- 
ment, but certainly I appear to be break- 
ing the law in some way and these speed 
cops do make a fellow feel like an out- 
law. I judge from reading your depart- 
ment that some outdoor amusement men 
have plenty of trouble. 

“I wish the fraternity of showmen and 
show owners would organize into a body 
and promote laws which would protect 
show people. If this does not come 
about we will be forced off the road. We 
are on hot ground and absolutely de- 
fenseless. If show business is to re- 
main, let’s get together and defend our- 
selves in a legal manner. We are now 
apparently all subject to whatever a 
highway patrolman may want to put 
on us or what he thinks we are worth.” 

M. J. COTTRELL, Charlotte, N. C-— 
This department has answered your let- 
ter and it was returned to us. Another 
letter is en route to you with the in- 
formation you desire. We will certainly 
co-operate with the State of North 
Carolina on reciprocity and report any 
State that refuses to honor plates of 
your State. We note that your State 
Offers a 60-day free use of highways, 
providing, however, that the State of 
foreign plates also offers a like service 
on reciprocity on plates.

In 1884 Gorton’s New Orleans Min- 
strel Company was one of the prominent 
minstrel organizations touring the 
United States. On September 19 of that 
year they were in Washington, Pa., and 
following Washington they played Bell- 
aire, O.; Clarksburg, Grafton and Pied- 
mont, W. Va., and then Frostburg, Cum- 
berland, Martinsburg and Hagerstown. 
Joseph Gorton was proprietor; William 
Eversole, manager; A. D. Miller, general 
agent, and H. Conway, assistant agent. 
The troupe consisted of the Gorman 
brothers, pantomime specialty by James, 
John and George Gorman; with John 
Stills, Jake Welby, C. C. and K. FP. Pearl, 
Walter Wentworth, W. Dillon, John Gra- 
ham, Master Joe Gorton, G. W. Frankum,

MADISON, Wis., Aug. 10.—By a vote 
of 54 to 36 the Wisconsin Assembly this 
week killed a bill which would have 
practically banned circuses from the 
State.

The measure would have barred cir- 
cuses from showing within 20 miles of 
the border of any county in which an 
agricultural fair was held, both during 
the fair and for two weeks previously. 

If this bill had passed it would have

waukee a week prior during the State 
Fair week and would have canceled sev- 
eral other circus engagements thruout 
the State. Milwaukee assemblymen 
fought the measure vigorously. Ralph 
Ammon, manager of the State Fair, pro- 
posed the bill.

Baptism of Fire 


By REX D. BILLINGS 


To celebrate his jaunt into Dominion 
parkdom, where he is serving his first 
season as manager of Belmont Park, 
Montreal, Rez D. Billings, who has op- 
erated extensively in the States, sat 
down and wrote his reaction to the new 
scene for The Billboard. 


Let me ramble along a bit about the 
life of a park manager north of the line 
where men are men and women are 
satisfied—the sum total of both being 
78 per cent French and all eating French 
fried potatoes instead of peanuts and 
living harmoniously under the British 
flag. Right here let me kill the prevail- 
ing notion that a fellow must be bi- 
lingual up here or starve to death thru 
inability to make his wants known. Of 
the multitude, I have met but three or 
four denied the ability to understand 
English, and I suspect they were kidding 
or putting up sales resistance. 

Anyway, the folks are predominant- 
ly French with all the charming char- 
acteristics of that race, and so the larg- 
est newspaper is in that language. Those 
making up the English minority are 
equally delightful and both are park- 
minded and exceptionally responsive to 
anything new in the amusement field. 
They must be to have made possible our 
new battery of six Skee-Roll alleys do- 
ing $500 in one week. 

Belmont Park is 11 miles from down- 
town Montreal, situated on the Riviere 
des Prairies with a drawing population 
of 1,250,000. The gate admission is 15 
cents with children at 5 cents. To sup- 
port this, name attractions prevail—the 
program to date including Wilno, 
Cimses, Brava, Smith’s Ponies, Bob Eu- 
gene Troupe, the Flying Derwells, Oscar 
Babcock. Outdoor talkies draw thou- 
sands weekly, as do boxing on Tuesdays, 
fireworks Wednesdays and wrestling Fri- 
Gays—all for the gate admission. Nice 
value, isn’t it? 

The ballroom overhangs the river and 
features Hal Hartley, an English lad, and 
his band. Good bands are scarce in 
Canada. Little opportunity for them— 
so few towns and next to impossible to 
get across the border into the States. 
Following a hunch and to be different 
we built a U. S. style (jam or ride) band 
with splendid result. We are on Station 
CHLP an average of five nights a week. 
We use park plan with a 10-cent admis- 
sion and hall is tabled for beer and wine. 

Belmont is heavily planted with 
shrubs and flowers and richly endowed

Additions and Extended Season 
Planned by Detroit’s Eastwood 


DETROIT, Aug. 10.—In Eastwood Park 
July business did not show the slump 
usually expected after the Fourth, Man- 
ager M. B. Kerner said, all attractions 
faring about equally well. 

A new dog store has been built on the 
midway by Louis Brownie, replacing 
Hackett’s radio store, which moved to 
the west end of the midway. For next 
season an open-air ballroom will be con- 
structed on southeast corner of the 
property, capable of holding up to 10,- 
000 dancers. An orchestra shell, flanked 
by 90-foot pillars, will be capable of 
holding an orchestra of 90 pieces. It 
will be equipped for alternation of pro- 
gram, including floor or stage shows. 
Tables will be placed in two rows 
around the ballroom or pavilion, and 
four rows of baseball-type seats will be 
installed in decks as well. About 1,200 
will be accommodated this way. 

Ballroom entrance will be thru a new 
casino to be constructed and to serve as 
a service bar for the pavilion. Casino 
is planned to handle 4,000 people. At 
one side the present skating rink build- 


ing will be converted into a clubhouse 
wit promenade deck. Present ballroom 
will be converted into Cocoanut Palms 
Beer Garden, which will move in there 
this winter. The present roller rink will 
move into the building now occupied 
by the grove, each taking over enlarged 
space. 

A tract 400 by 3,700 feet has been 
leased, adjoining the park and to be 
used as parking lot. Manager Kerner 
believes the additions will augment 
patronage of the park proper immensely. 
The entire ballroom or pavilion crowd 
will be “turned out” into the park for 
the intermission for the half hour just 
before midnight, when park patronage 
is usually at its slowest point, and they 
will be counted on to build up business 
intensively during this period. 

A Mardi Gras is planned for 10 days, 
beginning on Labor Day. Every em- 
ployee will wear Palm Beach type suits 
to give the requisite Southern atmos- 
phere. Management believes the paying 
park season can be extended two weeks 
by this attraction. . 


Ohio Waters 
Deal Damage 


Chippewa Lake operations 
suspended by inundations 
‘near Rapes ae via hit 


MEDINA, O., mo 10.—Heavy rains 
which swept Eastern Ohio early this 
weck, causing serious floods, brought 
great damage to several amusement 
parks in the area. 

Chippewa Lake Park, near here, was 
among hardest hit. More than 1,400 
cottages were under water. The lake 
covered four times its normal area of 
300 acres, L. G. Collister, proprietor, said. 
The midway, normally eight feet above 
the lake level, was five feet under water. 

Many rides and concessions were dam- 
aged by mud and water, and park activi- 
ties were suspended several days. It 
was necessary to use dynamite to widen 
a creek, the lake’s only outlet. 

Cascades Park, Elyria, one of the 
major amusement centers in the section, 
suffered heavy loss from flood waters, 
following heavy rains early in the week. 
Rides and concessions along the midway 
were badly damaged when the park, 
situated in a ravine, was submerged by 
rising waters of the Black River. 


Pontchartrain Prices Draw 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 10.— Manager 


Harry Batt, Pontchartrain Beach, reports 
passing of the half-million mark to set 
a new high for attendance there. Records 
have fallen thus far for largest night 
crowd, regular daily attendance and 
greatest Fourth crowd. Special events 
are being prepared, according to Adolph 
Meise, new publicity manager. Buddy 
Smith, champ sprint swimmer, and Irwin 
Poche, athletic director of N. O. Athletic 
Club, are conducting women’s swimming 
classes daily. There is a special rate of 
10 rides for 25 cents and good demand 
for “Joy Books” with 81.40 worth of 
tickets for $1.

Diving Contest Postponed 


While there have been many letters 
this week from divers interested in this 
department’s proposed high-diving com- 
petition, the writer has definitely decided 
to curtail all activities, both on sponsor- 
ing acceptances to Peejay Ringen’s chal- 
lenge as well as staging a contest to de- 
termine the world’s highest diver, until 
this coming winter or next spring. How- 
ever, lest there be a misunderstanding, 
please be ass'red that the competition 
discussed so often here these past few 
issues will positively be conducted within 
the next ten months. 


Among communications received was 
the entry of Capt. G. F. Craig, of Billy 
Ritchey’s water circus. Craig, who does 
the featured dive with the Ritchey show, 
having taken Capt. Sol Solomon’s place, 
writes in part from Enna Jettick Park, 
Auburn, N. Y.: “If any man claims him- 
self to be a high ladder and shallow 
water diver why can’t he use the same 
set of ladders and the same regulation, 
15 feet diameter and 6 feet in depth tank, 
as most of the divers use from the 
height of 60 to 100 feet or more?” 


Then there was a letter from Capt. 
Dan Cherry, Newport, Ky., who wants to 
know whether net divers would be per- 
mitted to take part. And also came word 
from William J. Derwin, assistant super- 
visor of recreation of Waterbury, Conn., 
who wrote, “We are interested in stag- 
ing preliminaries of the world’s high- 
diving championship in Lakewood Park 
in this city. Park is municipally owned 
and operated.” 


Why Contest Is Postponed 


As stated, the high-diving contest will 
definitely be sponsored by this column 
during the coming year. There is no 
question that the writer has stumbled 
over an idea that has long been in the 
minds of divers and carnival, fair and 
park men alike, and that is to decide 
once and for all the rightful claimant 
to the world’s high-diving title. The 
hundreds of letters received since the 
brief line appeared in this column many 
issues ago querying, “Who really holds 
the record as the world’s highest diver?” 
prove that. And at first it was thought 
that the much mooted question could 
be decided this summer. 

However, most top-notch high divers 
are unavailable at this time. They are 
on tour and not many are in the same 
locality. All of which would mean that 
if a contest were held, as planned, in 
Sandy Beach, Wichita, Kan., or Palisades 
(N. J.) Amusement Park, or two or three 
other spots mentioned, the majority of 
the better divers would not be available, 
with the :esult that the contest would 
really not serve its purpose. 

In fairness. therefore, to the many 
divers, and there have been at least 30 
who have written in, stating that they 
were very much interested in competing 
but were unable to do so because of pre- 
vious contracted engagements, it has 


“been decided to hold the contest either 


next January or February in Florida or 
some place up north around Decoration 
Day of next year, at which time the 
greatest number of divers will be able to 
enter. 7 

Moreover, it has been pointed out by 
many divers that winning the world’s 
championship title late in August 
wouldn’t do a diver much good, not as 
much good as in February or in May, 
when he has a whole season ahead of 
him to exploit his official championship 
prowess. 

All this doesn’t mean that the writer 
will wait until late fall to get started 
again on plans. This postponement will 
give sufficient time to organize and ar- 
range a bigger and better world’s cham- 
pionship. In the meantime all those 
who have written in entering the pro- 
posed competition will receive personal 
letters informing them of the plans de- 
veloping. Pool and beach operators who 
are bidding for the right to stage the 
competition will also be written to per- 
sonally and the first step probably will 
be formation of a committee of high 
civers, consisting of those who have al- 
ready entered, to study conditions at each 
spot, to decide final site for the contest, 
date and rules governing it. 

One point which no doubt will com- 


mand a lot of discussion is the regula- 
tions of the tank to be used, if there is 
to be a tank. Many divers have written 
stating that it would be fairer to have 
the high diving done in a pool so as to 
give the bridge jumpers a break. And 
just recently the question of net divers 
has arisen. 

Still, with extra time afforded by the 
postponement, the entire setup can be 
ironed out, and I’m sure that by Febru- 
ary or May, if that date is decided upon, 
a real, honest-to-goodness world’s cham- 
pionship affair can be run. 


News of the progress of contest plans 
will be printed in this department, of 
course, Entire columns, however, will 
not be devoted to diving, as in the past, 
for many pool men have requested other 
type articles and I must take into con- 
sideration that, while the column ap- 
parently has a great many pro and ama- 
teur divers as its readers, there are many 
pool operators, owners and employees 
who read this pillar also and who are 
interested in other phases of the swim 
pool game. 

Divers and pools interested in the pro- 
posed contest, who up to now have not 
written in, are requested to do so. Even 
tho the tourney has been postponed, I’m 
anxious to get as many ideas as possible 
so that when the committee meets it 
will decide upon the most popular form 
of competition and one which will sure- 
ly be universal in its appeal. All letters 
received will be filed and answered reg- 
ularly with reports additional than those 
printed in the column.

Atlantic City

ATLANTIC CITY, Aug. 10.—With the 
season at record height, amusement men 
say after a checkup that railroad travel 
had decreased 20 per cent under last 
year, while that of busses and private 
cars has increased over 40 per cent. The 
latter present a serious problem to the 
resort, whose beach front is a series of 
dead-end streets, with few exceptions. 
Plans are being discussed for some 
means of creating a beach-front boule- 
vard. Rail crowds, figures show, are 
7,000 short of 1934. 


Amusements, without exception, re- 
port biz way ahead of last year, most 
notable increase being at Young's Mil- 
lion-Dollar Pier, which for three seasons 
had not been drawing on a par with its 
boom-time trade.

SAN DIEGO, Aug. 10.—The exposition 
is “out of the red,” and during July has 
cleared more than $2,000 every day, 
enough to assure its financial success, 
announced Julius Wangenheim, chair- 
man of the finance committee. Esti- 
mate of $2,000 per day profit for the 
month has beer more than borne out, 
he said, a $600 per day loss in June was 
a “carry over,”and the budget has been 
cut considerably by Hal Hotchkiss, new 
budget committee chairman, so that 
July income has more than overtaken 
June’s figures and has given a surplus 
of $50,000. 


There have been several days in the 
last two weeks where a day’s profit was 
as high as $2,500. Daily expenses, about

management resigned, are down to $3,400 
per day, Mr. Wangenheim said. “The ex-

$6,200 daily, according to officials.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 10.—A brace 
of legal decisions announced during the 
past week in the Second and Fourth 
Departments of the New York Appellate 
Division convinces us that our recent 
guess to the effect that the courts are 
adopting more liberal views as to out- 
door amusement attractions was correct. 

Inferentially proprietors of theaters 
and similar indoor places of amusement 
are still being held to strict responsibil- 
ity for the condition of the premises 
which they use; whereas, as to outdoor 
attractions, courts are slowly but defi- 
nitely adopting more flexible rules for 
determining the assumption of risk 
element present in nearly every case. 

The reasoning of the courts at present 
seems to be that in the vase of outdoor 
amusements the daily or weekly change 
of locale requires greater flexibility in 
fixing the showman’s liability and that 
the patron is expected to assume more 
risk under those circumstances. 

The fairs in Western New York appear 
to be doing unusually well this year, and 
the carnivals exhibiting at these fairs 
are uniformly reporting satisfactory re- 
sults. During the past week we stopped 
to look over the Orleans County Pair at 
Albion, N. Y., where Strates Shows Cor- 
poration was on the midway, and we 
learned that the fair management an- 
ticipated unusually good results. Other 
fairs in this vicinity, including those at 
Caledonia and the Genesee County Fair 
at Batavia, all look for better gross re- 
ceipts than in the past few years. 

Pairs being played by ACA members 
in this vicinity this year include Strates 
Shows Corporation at Caledonia, Art 
Lewis Shows at Penn Yan, William Glick 
Shows at Ithaca, World of Mirth Shows 
at Rochester and Max Gruberg’s World’s 
Exposition Shows at Syracuse.

Wood, manager of Majestic Rink, Cheet- 
ham Hill, Manchester, and roller hockey 
player par excellence. Wood first donned 
rollers in 1908, when his father opened 
Majestic Rink, and fn a short time he 
was taking a keen, active interest in 
hockey. 

Season of 1908-’09 saw him playing 
with Cheetham Hill Juniors, and it was 
not long before he graduated to the 
first team. Soon after the World War, 
when roller skating had begun to revive, 
Wood was seen to gradually develop into 
one of the finest pivots in the game— 
exceptional speed, splendid ball control 
and a powerful shot, making him a pro- 
lific scorer and a force to be feared. 

Billy Wood first came to the serious 
notice of the international selectors 
when past his heyday. He gave a mas- 
terly display for Cheetham Hill against 
the famous Herne Bay I team in the 
national championship final of 1932-’33 
(when the Manchester boys created 
something of a sensation by running 
the crack Southern team to extra time) 
and was afterwards chosen to represent 
his country in the European champion- 
ship same year. 

Today this outstanding performer is 
38, and, tho not quite so fast as of old, 
he retains his proficiency to a remark- 
able degree, still ranking as one of our 
geatest piayers. Wood's old teammates, 
Tommy Ward, 47 years of age; Les Har- 
greaves and Sid Tancred are still with 
Cheetham Hill, veterans all, but remain- 
ing among the pick of Northern talent. 
As a rink manager of fairly lengthy ex- 
perience Wood knows his job thoroly 
and Majestic Rink is a credit to his 
efforts. 

Cheetham Hill roller hockey teams 
have a reputation for sportsmanship 
second to none, and nobody could set a 
better example of behavior on the floor 
than our subject. Hats off to Billy Wood 
as one of the finest of sportsmen.

and Colorado should be careful regard- 
ing some alleged insurance schemes 
which are being promoted, it is said. It 
has been reported to this department 
that some new tricks are,being worked 
on show outfits. This warning comes 
from the California Railroad Commission. 

Also be advised that California has a 
new Unfair Practices Act, Assembly Bill 
No. 1870, signed on July 31, 1935. It 
prohibits any person, firm or corporation 
from selling any commodity, product, 
service or output of service for general 
use or consumption at a price less than 
cost. “plus the over charge” cost of doing 
business; also prohibits selling of com- 
modities or service or output of service 
at prices other than are justified by 
quantity or cost of transportation. The 
law makes every party concerned in a 
violation of the act, whether directly or 
indirectly, liable to prosecution and 
punishment if unlawful intent is proved. 
The bill prohibits advertising “bank- 
ruptcy sales,” “closing out,” “fire sales,” 
“rummage sales,” anniversary sales and 


others. 
Wisconsin 


A new law in this State limits drivers 
of trucks and busses to 200 miles per day 
driving time, meaning any 24 hours. 
Prohibits trucks from operating between 
5 o’clock Saturday mornings and 3 o’clock 
Monday mornings on highways. This law 
was passed and signed by the governor, 
but no time has been prescribed for be- 
ginning of enforcement. 


West Virginia 


The new permit law in this State re- 
quires all truck operators of other States 
to purchase permits, costing from $22.50 
to $1,080 per truck and higher for trail- 
ers and semi-trailers. The commission 
says that the law will be rigidly enforced, 
it having been passed with a hope of 
retaliating for Ohio’s public utility tax. 
Pennsylvania is willing to enter into a 
reciprocal agreement, it is said, but 
doesn't want a one-horse agreement. It 
must be full and serviceable. West Vir- 
ginia truck operators were behind the 
bill, but, much to their regret, they have 
found the bars up around them now. 
A recent investigation disclosed that sev- 
eral hundred truckmen in that State 
have been forced out of business since 
the law was passed because of neighbor- 
ing States clamping down on operators 
from West Virginia. This condition is 
becoming a hazard and something must

In & 
recent decision by Superior Court of 
Pennsylvania (Waer Bus Company vs. 
Public Service Commission of Pennsyl- 
vania) it is held that the jurisdiction of 
the commission is solely within the State 
and that it does not have any jurisdic- 
tion over interstate movements of 
transportation.

(from Denver), 1912; Al G. Barnes, 1913- 
'14-'15-'16; 101 Ranch, 1917; Hagenbeck- 
Wallace, 1918-'22, inclusive; Al G. Barnes,

Having been 
associated with him four years and hav- 
ing done business with him over a 
period of 20, I know something about 
him and know that the outdoor world 
has suffered an irreplaceable loss by his 
death.” 


George Hamid said: “I feel terribly 
upset. I was in Chicago the day he 
Passed away and give thanks to God 
that I saw him before he went to the 
Great Beyond. Ed Carruthers was one 
of the first to encourage me as a per- 
former, and was in many ways responsi- 
ble for securing “modern” deserving 
salaries for novelty acts. I worked for 
him for two years as a performer and 
handled several of his units in that ca- 
pacity, always under the most pleasant 
circumstances and conditions. I saw 
hfm organize the World Amusement 
Service and then later join hands with 
Mike Barnes, at which time we worked 
out a territorial agreement covering 
geographic booking jurisdiction which 
functioned most amicably. His position 
will be hard to fill, and probably never 
will be.”

National Council Formed 
At St. Louis Convention 


Twelve associations send 


* 
delegates to form national 


agency—Ralph T. Young elected to head new council— 
next meeting planned in Chicago during 1936 Exposition 


ST. LOUIS, Aug. 10.—National Covel! of Coin Machine Operators’ Asso- 
ciations was organized here Monday when delegates from 12 operators’ organiza- 
tions met at the Hotel Jefferson. The meeting had been called by the organization 
committee appointed at a meeting of operators during the 1935 Coin Machine Lx- 
position in Chicago and complete harmony of purpose marked the sessions from 
beginning to end. Altho dissatisfaction was expressed at the attendance, letters 
from about 30 organizations of operators, State and local, indicated that there 


was widespread interest in the meeting. 
A letter from Fisher Brown, president 
of the Texas operators’ association, said 
it was not sending delegates because 
of the expense and due to the fact that 
funds were needed in the local field. A 
telephone call from Joseph Fishman, 
president of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion in New York, indicated its interest 
in the meeting altho no delegates were 
present from the Eastern metropolis. 


Ralph T. Young, chairman of the or- 
ganization committee, presided and ex- 
plained the purpose of the meeting. He 
outlined briefly the plan for a national 
council of operators’ organization which 
he had recommended as the form which 
the national organization should take. 
According to this plan, any State asso- 
ciation may participate by appointing 
two members to the national council or 
board and by the payment of a mem- 
bership of $50 per year. Local county 
and city associations may become mem- 
bers upon the payment of $25 member- 
ship fee and are entitled to one mem- 
ber in the national council. The plan 
provides for a national representative 
body which will meet for counsel, ex- 
change of ideas and to make plans for 
the advancement of operators’ interests 
all over the country. 


Preliminary business matters followed 
Mr. Young’s opening speech, including 
the enrollment of delegates and the read- 
ing of financial reports by Harry Droll- 
inger, secretary-treasurer of the organiza- 
tion committee. Drollinger also reported 
briefly on the organization movement in 
Texas. A new association of music op- 
erators had been formed, he said, and 
many amusement game operators were 
also joining this organization since both 
types of machines had often been in- 
cluded in the same tax bills. A vote of 
thanks was extended to the organization 
committee for its work in promoting the 
organizaticn of various operators’ asso- 
ciations. 


A number of delegates then spoke con- 
cerning the plan of the national council 
and also urging the necessity of a na- 
tional organization. These included Fred 
A. Mann, Chicago; C. T. Robinson, Des 
Moines; L. V. Rohr, Detroit; Fred K. 
Chandler, Des Moines, and others. One 
Speaker declared that the move for a 
national organization had met Opposi- 
tion all along from certain sources and 
that two Chicago manufacturers may be 
expected to continue opposition in every 
Way possible. 


Motions were then made toward the 
formation of a permanent organization. 
Ralph T. Young was elected by acclama- 
tion as chairman of the National Council 
of Coin Machine Operators’ Associations, 
with headquarters to be maintained at 
6517 Warren avenue, Norwood, O., for the 
time being. Fred A. Mann, president of 
the Organized Operators of Chicago, was 
elected vice-chairman of the National 
Council. Archie Lebeau, vice-president 
of the Minnesota Skill Game Operators’ 
Association, was elected secretary-treas- 
urer from a list of three candidates. 
Young and Mann are both well known 
in cperating circles nationally, while 
Lebeau has recently come before the 
trade as an official of the very active 
Minnesota association of operators of

Newspaper Says Cigaret 
Venders Help Smokers 


ERIE, Pa., Aug. 10.—Publicity to cig- 
aret vending machines was given in the 
following news mention which ap- 
peared as a boxed item in The Erie 
Herald: 

“Erie smokers may continue to buy 
their cigarets at 15 cents the pack 
‘straight’ from local vending machines 
as formerly, it was indicated recently, 
with the new two-cent stamp adding no 
increase in the price to the purchaser. 


“Brands that formerly sold two for a 
quarter from the counter, as well as the 
15-cent packages, always have been sold 
at 15 cent from the vending machines. 

“The owner of the machines, acting as 
general distributor thruout local stores 
and cafes. will absorb the loss on the 
15-cent packs, together with the pro- 
prietor of the store or cafe, who will 
receive a smaller commission from each 
cigaret sale, it was reported.” 


Operators’ Associations had been formed 
at the afternoon session, so the plans 
and hopes of the new national agency 
were the subject of speeches and con- 
versation. 

The newly elected officers of the Na- 
tional Council, Ralph T. Young, chair- 
man; Fred A. Mann, vice-chairman, and 
Archie LeBeau, secretary-treasurer, oc- 
cupied places of honor at the banquet 
and were called upon for speeches. Rep- 
resentatives of all organizations present 
were called upon for short speeches. 
Hearty enthusiasm for the National 
Council and many suggestions for a fu- 
ture program were made. 

The final touches were added when 2 
snappy program of strolling musicians 
and three girl dancers was furnished by 
the St. Louis group. Impromptu parties 
were held after the formal banquet in 
some of the hotel rooms. 


Operator in Singapore Tells of 
Widespread Copying by Orientals 


To the Editor: “I am taking the lib- 
erty of addressing you personally, as 
there are a few items of interest I wish 
to bring to your attention as well as to 
the manufacturers of amusement ma- 
chines in the United States. I feel sure 
this would be of great interest to all of 
you. 

“It would interest you to know that I 
am the pioneer of the skill game busi- 
ness in this part of the world and am 
now operating seven locations in Malaya. 
I will soon be developing into the rest 
of my territory, which consists of Siam 


and the Dutch East Indies. The laws in 


Malaya only allow for skill games to be 
run in the amusement parks and apart 
from running these locations I am also 
selling and leasing machines. 

“A short article in your amusement 
machine section that I would be inter- 
ested in descriptive matter, etc., on all 
classes of Machines, both new and re- 
built, would be of mutual benefit. I 
have been buying my machines thru a 
buying agent and, very frankly, have 
been gypped, as this man has been 
bringing in rebuilt machines and offer- 
ing them as new ones. I have been 
bled very thoroly and want to get a 
square deal in this business. 

“I am writing to a number of manu- 
facturers about new and rebuilt games, 
but at the same time any assistance you 
can give me would be much appreciated. 
In all cases we must have illustrations 
of the machines offered as well as full 
description of working instructions, etc. 
As a matter of interest, baseball games 
for instance, are not popular here, as 
baseball is not played in this country 
and has no appeal. 

“Further, machines that are out .of 
date in the United States and which 


can be bought at a reduction (new ma- 
chines) would interest us, as they would 
still be new out here. 

“I will now come to the point which 
would no doubt be of great interest to 
you and the various vending machine 
associations. Within 10 days after I 
opened the first arcade, Chinese began 
copying our machines and have been 
making very crude, rough imitations of 
same, selling at about $5 to $10 each. 
In the interests of this business I sug~- 
gest that action should be taken thru 
the Department of Commerce, Washing- 
ton, to stop this practice before it goes 
too far. I know that some Chinese have 
ordered machines from the United 
States, one of each, and as soon as these 
arrive we will find that they will be 
making hundreds of copies or duplicates 
of them. Where we have to pay a royal- 
ty for all of the new machines we buy, 
which no doubt is included in the price, 
the Chinese make hundreds of copies of 
these and sell same at about 20 per cent 
of the price asked by the American man- 
ufacturer. As this business is just start- 
ing in our territory, it is essential that 
something is done right away before it 
is allowed to go too far. I have already 
spoken to the American consul as well 
as the trade commissioner, but in the 
absence of any definite instructions re- 
garding the patent rights of manufac- 
turers, I doubt whether they can do 
anything. 

“I feel that an article in your paper 
regarding the seriousness of this matter 
would be a coup for you and would put 
manufacturers on their guard. In such 
cases where I am arranging to act as 
agent for manufacturers, I will be able 
to protect their interests, but even then 
it is mecessary that they see that their

Report Organization Is 
Needed in Connecticut 


HARTFORD, Conn., Aug. 10.—There is 
reported a strong movement in the 
State, supported both by public officials 
and operators of amusement games, to 
license the legal type of machines. Pub- 
lic officials are quoted as saying that 
a license would allow for supervision of 
the game and would make possible the 
elimination of certain types of machines 
which are questionable or known to be 
in violation of statutes. 


The entire State is upset, Abe Fish, of 
the General Amusement Games Com- 
pany, of Hartford, reported. He is ad- 
vocating an association of the State's 
operators so that they will be able to 
protect themselves while the various 
communities thruout the State are con- 
templating settlement of the license 
question. 

Mr. Fish believes that operators can 
get together in a body to help organize 
themselves to fight legal unfairness. 

Officials say that licensing the games 
will curb the gambling machines and 
also believes that supervision will be the 
eventual answer to all coin-operated 
games. It is their belief that once the 
games are brought into the license de- 
partment that inspection will be made, 
and if the game is found to be within 
the category of a “game of skill and 
amusement” it will be allowed to oper- 
ate in the State. 


patent rights cover this territory. Where 
they could possibly be selling 1,000 ma- 
chines, they may sell 50 only, one of 
each, and the rest would be made here. 

“Being an American, I am out to pro- 
tect our interests as much as possible 
and if I can be of any help to you, please 
do not hesitate to write me.

“Another point of interest to you is 
the fact that the police authorities are 
very strict as to the limits of what we 
can call ‘games of skill’ and every ma- 
chine must be passed and approved by 
them.

“The police advise me that they can 
do nothing in the matter to stop Chi- 
nese or Japanese making duplicate imi- 
tations of the various American ma- 
chines imported and that as long as 
they do not duplicate the names of the 
machines, there is no law in this coun- 
try to stop them. 

“On the other hand, I was officially 
advised that the American consulate or 
trade commissioner should insert an ad- 
vertisement in the local papers as a for- 
mal notice that it has come to their 
notice that American machines are being 
duplicated without any payment of roy- 
alties for such American patents and 
that action will be taken against such 
persons. 

“As this business is quite a new one 
here, having been started by me three 
months ago, there are already dozens of 
copies of the machines I have imported. 
I have tried to protect or prevent this 
copying, as it is as much against my in- 
terests as it is for your manufacturers, 
but it is impossible to prevent the du- 
plication of the outside or board of the 
machines. We have done everything 
possible to prevent them seeing the 
mechanism or inside of the machines 
and have been fairly successful in this 
direction, so that the imitations are 
very crude and far from being perfect. 
Immediately the Chinese are able to buy 
some of these machines, they will be 
able to copy them very completely in 


every detail and, by the end of this 
year, there will probably be hundreds 
or possibly thousands of machines in 
use and just one of each new model will 
be purchased for copying purposes. The 
only immediate remedy is for manufac- 
turers to refuse to supply these orders 
for single machines and for them to get 
the assistance of the American consulate 
and trade commissioner to investigate 
any orders so that they can get an un- 
derstanding that these machines will not 
be duplicated. 

“Until such time as when the Depart- 
ment of Commerce at Washington will 
take such action to prevent this piracy 
of American patents thru an arrange- 
ment with the British authorities in 
Malaya I am afraid you will get very 
little actual protection. 

“If this matter is of any further in- 
terest to you, I will gladly send you 
further reports on developments on 
hearing from you.” 


“I have interviewed Dr. Witherspain, 
who is recognized as the best legal au- 
thority on patents and protection, and 
have been advised by him as follows: 

“He does not think that there is a 
registration of patent for each new ma- 
chine that is marketed and presumes 
that we have a registration of design as 
they have in England. 

“Purther, as a large quantity of these 
machines are being sold in England and 
the Continent, he presumes that all of 
the manufacturers have registered the 
design in London. 

“If that is so and a copy of these 
registration certificates to cover each 
particular type of machine is sent with 
the shipments the designs can be regis- 
tered locally for a fee of $1.50 each. 

“This form of registration would be 
the best protection as well as the cheap- 
est and any person imitating a design of 
any machine so registered could be im- 
Mediately stopped and prosecuted. 

“Dr. Witherspain is legal adviser to 
the Calico Printers’ Association of Eng- 
land and registers all of their piece 
goods designs in the same manner. The 
registration fee does not cover the legal 
charge which would be fairly low spread 
over a period on one year.” 
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Tennessee Bill 


Loses in Rush 


NASHVILLE, Aug. 10. — The upper 
house of the Tennessee Legislature, re- 
cently called into special session by 
Gov. Hill McAlister to deal with the 
State’s financial problems, this week 
passed a bill providing for a tax of $250 
@ year on each owner of amusement ma- 
chines, such as those played with mar- 
bles, etc., and a $250 levy on each ma- 
chine. Sponsors of the measure esti- 
mated it would yield more than $100,000 
annually. 

When the bill came to the lower 
house, however, it met some opposition 
and was tabled. Due to the rush of a 
special session, it was not recalled, and 
the Legislature adjourned August 3. 

The bill is reported to have had the 
support of a newly formed association 
of operators in Tennessee. It would 
have drastically reduced the State and 

tax fees on amusement games to 
what operators regarded as a reasonable 
amount of tax. Combined State and lo- 
cal tax fees in Tennessee are regarded 
as 8 great handicap to the successful 
operation of games. 


Confusion Still Exists 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Aug. 10.—Confusion 
continues to reign in the amusement 


games situation. The Legislature passed 
a tax on such machines which provides 
that the tax commission can seize ma- 
chines upon which the fee has not been 
paid. 

An old statute still remains on the 
books, however, which apparently makes 
the machines illegal. Many operators 
paid their fee and have the tax stamps 
on their machines. But county and 
city officers, with the authority of the 
old statute, continue to seize even the 
machines that bear a tax stamp. 

It is anticipated that the fall terms 
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of the courts will have much to do to 


clear up the status of the games and 
also to interpret the tax law. 


Pinball Showing Pickup 
On Merchandise Awards 


CASPER, Wyo., Aug. 10.—With slot 
machines barred in Wyoming by State 
legislation this spring, there has been a 
marked revival in the popularity of skill 


games. 

Practically nonexistent prior to the 
demise of chance devices, the pinball 
games are now on location in all of the 
principal cities, and additional installa- 
tions are noted from week to week. The 
baseball types of game appear to be the 
most popular. 

Many firms are giving merchandise 
awards for high or low scores. Local 
locations report a steady play. 
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CENTRALIA, Wash., Aug. 10.—Protests 
of operators and a petition signed by 
locations aided in getting a reduction in 
the city license tax on coin machines. 
R. Raymond, proprietor of the Coin- 
omatic - Vendamusement Headquarters, 
was the leader in the movement and has 
been making a strong effort to organize 
Operators of machines. Lack of organi- 
zation, he says, prevents operators from 
getting a fair deal in many cases of 
legislation. 

The ordinance as passed by the city 
council July 26 requires a fee of $12 
per month to operate machines and 50 
cents per month on each machine. 
Cranes and diggers must pay $2.50 per 
month. 

A fee of $3 per Month was at first 
proposed, but when operators and mer- 
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chants protested the fee of 50 cents 
Was passed. Mr. Raymond said that all 
of his locations except two that main- 
tained gambling signed the petition. 
Raymond also attended five council 
meetings and spoke for the operators. 
Diggers and cranes, he said, would have 
obtained a lower tax, but the only rep- 
resentative of this type of machine in- 
jured his cause by his manner of 
defense. 

“We used a lot of material from The 
Billboard,” Mr. Raymond stated, “in 
convincing the mayor and counci! mem- 
bers of the justness of our cause. We 
also presented to the city attorney and 
the local press copies of nine editorials 
that had appeared in The Billboard and 
appealing for fair play toward skill 
games. A number of other articles and 
information from The Billboard was also 
used to show what was being done in 
other cities. The final result was the 
reduction of the monthly fee from $3 
to 50 cents. I think also we will get 
the operator’s fee reduced in the near 
future.” 

Mr. Raymond is anxious to promote 
an organization of operators in his 
territory and says that operators may 
communicate with him at P. O. Box 501, 
Centralia. The city ordinance is pub- 
lished herewith for reference purposes: 


ORDINANCE NO. 707 


AN ORDINANCE providing for the 
licensing of vending machines and skill 
games as herein defined, providing 
penalties for the violation thereof, re- 
pealing all ordinances and parts of ordi- 
nances in conflict herewith and declar- 
ing an emergency for the passage 
thereof. 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE MAYOR 
AND CITY COMMISSIONERS OF THE 
CITY OF CENTRALIA: 

Section 1. DEFINITIONS. For the 
purpose of this ordinance, the following 
definitions shall obtain, to-wit: 

(a) PERSON. The word “person” shall 
mean and include firm, corporation, 
association, partnership and individuals, 
both singular and plural. 

(b) VENDING MACHINES. The word 
“vending machine” shall mean and in- 
clude any and all automatic Machines 
and devices wherein a coin may be 
deposited and the operator receive any 
article of merchandise or service. 

(c) SKILL GAME. The words “skill 
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game” shall mean and include any and 
all marble machines, skill ball, pin 
boerds and other machines, boards and 
devices of whatsoever name or character 
designated to test the skill of the 


operator. 
Section 2. No person shall maintain 
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for commercial purposes in the city of 
Centralia any vending machine or skill 
game without having first paid the 
license fees thereon and procured the 
license so to do as hereinafter provided, 
and in all other respects complied with 
the provisions of this ordinance. 


Section 3. All applications for such 
licenses shall be made to the city clerk. 
Upon such application and the payment 
of the license fee the clerk shall issue a 
license for each separate machine or 
game, and which license shall contain 
the name of the licensee, name and type 
or style of machine or game and a num- 
ber. Such license shall not be trans- 
ferred from one’ machine or game to 
another, nor may it be transferred from 
one person to another, except upon the 
surrender thereof to said clefk and the 
issuance of a new one in lieu thereof to 
the transferee, covering the same period, 
and upon the payment of $1 to cover 
the expense thereof. Only one applica- 
tion need be made in any one calendar 
year. The licensee, however, shall at- 
tach to each license issued to him, as 
herein provided, receipts issued by the 
city clerk showing that the monthly 
license fee herein provided for has been 
paid. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the 
licensee to place and maintain such li- 
cense upon the machine or game for 
which it is issued in such a place and 
manner as to be clearly and readily ob- 
served by anyone operating the same. 

Section 5. Licensees shall be divided 
into two classifications: 

Class 1. Those selling, leasing, dis- 
tributing or placing vending machines 
and/or skill games. 

Class 2. Those owning and operating 
vending machines and/or skill games in 
any place of business. 

The fee for Class 1 shall be 
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$12 per month operator’s license, and in 
addition thereto 50 cents per month for 
each vending machine and/or skill game 
belonging to said operator; provided, 
however, that in addition to the sums 
above provided a fee of $2 per month 
shall be charged the operator described 
as Class 1 for each machine known as 
“digger or traveling crane.” 

The license fee for Class 2 shall be $2 
per month for each vending machine 
and/or skill game so owned and operated. 

Section 6. Any person violating any 
Provision of this ordinance shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than $10 
or imprisonment in the city jail not to 
exceed 10 days, or by both such fine 
and imprisonment. 

Section 7. All ordinances and parts 
of ordinances in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

WHEREAS, it is necessary to provide 
for the immediate preservation of the 
peace, health or safety of said city. 

IT IS HEREBY ORDAINED that an 
emergency exists and this ordinance 
shall take effect immediately upon its 
Passage and approval. 
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Games Attract Neighborhood Biz 


By H. W. EVANS, Druggist, Houston. 
(Reported by Charles N. Tunnell) 


I have had some kind of pinball and 
coin machines in my suburban drug store 
for the last five years—and these ma- 
chines have brought me in a lot of 
money. During this same period of time 
I have watched the profit margins narrow 
in the drug line to the point that it is 
hard to realize a profit on many items 
that must be carried in the average drug 
store—but the profit margin has never 
marrowed on my coin machines. 


In fact, I could realize a great deal 
more profit on pinball machines, but I 
am looking for indirect as well as direct 
profit. I do not figure the machines 
merely from the standpoint of direct 
take. . I consider them from the 
angle of how much extra profit they can 
bring to my regular lines. These ma- 
chines bring a lot of customers to my 
store that would not come otherwise, or 
at east the machines are responsible for 
getting them started. 


At the present time I have only two 
machines in the store, which are sup- 
plied by an operator. I could put in a 
few more machines and make more direct 
returns from them than I am making 
at this time, but I still sling to the idea 
that I am operating a dignified service 
drug store . . . the machines that I do 
have fit into my plan and my mer- 
chandising policies. By restricting my 
machines to two, one a penny machine 
and the other a 5-cent machine, I do not 
crowd up my floor space and I appeal to 
the best element. As a matter of fact, 
many of my players are women, wives 
and mothers of the community who buy 
their drug supplies, toiletries and bridge 
needs at my store. They like to play 
the machines. They often drop in in 
groups and play while buying other mer- 
chandise cr waiting for a prescription to 
be filled. 


I don’t tolerate a bunch of “punks” 
hanging around my store, but I do have 
the better type of young men and women 
who frequent my drug stcre, and I can 
positively say that the pinball machines 
have been largely responsible for getting 
this crowd statted to patronizing my 
store. While one player is playing there 
will be others watching and some will 
be buying drinks, cigarets, confections 
and other merchandise. 

The machine I have now has been in 
the store for six months and it seems 
to never grow old. However, some ma- 
chines do not continue to pull for a long 
period of time and when a machine 
starts slowing up it is advisable to have 
the operator shift the machine. A new 
or different one may click with the crowd 
for a few weeks; then it, too, must be 
changed. Sometimes I have had several 
machines during a single month, but so 
long as one continues to run high with 
no decline I find it best to leave it alone, 
for a few types become favorites. I 
find it pays in the long run to have a 
machine that gives the players a good 
run for their money rather than having 
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one that seldom pays off. In practically 
every instance the player who wins will 
continue playing until he has actually 
paid a reasonabe charge for the sport 
and recreation, just as one pays for at- 
tending a movie or for any other kind 
of sport and amusement. 


I find that the merchant has to watch 
out for tricks. If I see a bunch of boys 
trying to cheat the machine in any way 
I make them play right or leave it alone. 
For example, some machines can be op- 
erated in such way that contact is not 
broken and they continue to pay out. 

Gambling is not tolerated in my store. 
If and when the boys start placing bets 
or gambling on the machines I stop 
them. This can be done in a diplomatic 
way without antagonizing the customers 
or losing their trade. But to permit 
gambling in a drug store is a bad policy 
that ‘will soon drive away good cus- 
tomers. People know that I won’t per- 
mit gambling and among my customers 
are ministers, Sunday-school workers and 
many others of a very strict code of liv- 
ing. They do not object to an amuse- 
ment machine but they would object to 
gembling in the store. Drunks aren’t 
permitted to hang around my store. 
Women know that when they send their 
children to my drug store they will be 
in good company and receive courteous 
treatment. 


I discourage children from playing the 
coin machines. Any time I see a child 
approach the machines I tell him not to 
put his money into the machine as he 
will lose it. Of course the child might 
win, but I don’t want them playing, 
whether they win or lose. If they were 
to win it would get them started to put- 
ting all their nickels into the machines 
and if they lose the child can't realize 
that it is a game of skill and one which 
the average child cannot play as well as 
an adult. Then, too, mothers like to 
play the machines and don’t mind spend- 
ing money in this way, but they don't 
want their children spending their 
nickels and pennies in the machines. I 
never have any trouble in this 
for all my clerks are on the watch to 
prevent children from playing. It pays 
in the lorg run, for my store has the 
good will of every family in my com- 
munity. After all, the suburban drug 
store is really a family institution. 

The pinball machine nets me about $7 
a week alone—which is half of my rent. 
I could have a greater take with more 
machines, for I know of plenty small 
neighborhood drug store owners, restau- 
rant operators and other dealers who pay 
their entire rent and more from the 
profits of coin machines. But I prefer 
to keep the play on a conservative and 
businesslike basis. I prefer to build a 
lasting trade, for my patrons keep com- 
ing every week, year in and year out. 
I know they will not only keep playing 
my machines but they will keep buying 
other merchandise. Ninety per cent of 
my trade is with regular customers. 

The coin-machine industry has become 
a real factor in modern merchandising. 
It has been a iife-saver to the small mer- 
chant and especially the community 
merchant interested in making his store 
@ community center and a gathering 
place for the best clientele of the vicin- 
ity. Then, too, coin machines are an at- 
traction for the tourist or salesmen. The 
stranger drops in for a refreshing drink 
or some purchase. He may not know 
anyone and does not care to sit and talk, 
but the coin machine is a friendly sort 
of thing that always holds out a chal- 
lenge to test one’s skill. The stranger 
can play the machines and soon he is 
talking to those around him and it 


seems that formalities and introductions 
are not needed. In the same way people 
can live in a community near each other 
for months and never become ac- 
quainted, but when they start dropping 
into a store and playing the machines 
they soon become well acquainted and a 
sort of civic or community spirit is 
built up. 


But in order to more definitely fix coin 
machines as a part of the legitimate 
merchandising setup of modern business 
I think that there should be a flat tax 
on each machine levied by the State for 
the operation of the machines. Such a 
tax would help to relieve the present tax 
burden. It would be a just and equit- 
able tax. It would raise the standing 
and prestige of the industry for both the 
operators and the merchants. Such a 
tax would blast any false propaganda 
from enemies of this industry who might 
claim that the machines are of no public 
interest. Any worthy institution or in- 
dustry should contribute to the upkeep 
and the support of government and cer- 
tainly any industry such as this one 
which offers good clean amusement in a 
game of skill is a worthy one. Certainly 
the amvsement is one that is open and 
aboveboard. It is one that has helped 
the small merchant to operate a more 
efficient and serviceable store.

Increase in Exports of Machines 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—That foreign 
markets for American pinball games still 
remain the potential pot of gold at the 
end of the rainbow was disclosed in the 
latest report issued by the specialties 
division of the Department of Com- 
merce, which reveals that exports of 
coin-operated machines during the first 
six months of the current year totaled 
24,496 machines, valued at $752,657, an 
increase of 20 per cent in quantity and 
18 per cent in value. 

During the same period in 1934 the 
United States exported 20,449 machines 
at a value of $637,105. This steady in- 
crease in American-manufactured games, 


the report states, shows that the product 
is becoming more and more popular 
abroad, as is evidenced by the gain in 
this group, which amounted to 20,767 
machines, valued at $585,938, during the 
first six months of 1935, contrasted with 
exports of 17,216 machines, valued at 
$463,189, during the same period of 1934, 
an increase of 20.6 per cent in quantity 
and 26.5 per cent in value.

Earl Reynolds, Dallas distributor, says 
that he expects a nice fall and winter 
business. He continues by saying he 
really believes that conditions are im- 
proving slowly. Mr. Reynolds is one 
of Texas’ largest distributors of coin 
machines. 


V. A. Kent, Amarillo operator, was a 
recent visitor in Fort Worth and Dallas. 
Mr. Kent says that business is fair in 
the big Panhandle country. He also 
stated that he was becoming somewhat 
interested in merchandise machines and 
intended to give that end of the coin- 
machine business a try. Mrs. Kent has 
been recuperating in a Fort Worth hos- 
pital from a recent illness. 


Eiland Ribble, West Texas operator, 
who deserted the florist business in or- 
der to enter the vending machine field, 
reports that he likes the new line of 
work mighty fine and would not do 
anything else right now. Ribble is op- 
erating approximately 200 units of pea- 
nut venders and will add another hun- 
dred machines to his string this fall. 
He says he expects to sell seven tons of 
nuts thru his machines during the next 
year. 


F. C. Ewing, manager of the F. C. 
Ewing Company, Fort Worth, was a 
North Texas visitor recently. The Ewing 
Company sells Columbus Vending ma- 
chines and parts exclusively. It also 
features fresh roasted nuts. 


Penny equipment is gaining ground in 
Texas. The penny merchandise units 
are receiving a lot of attention, as well as 
scales and some amusement devices. A 
lot of operators are putting one-cent 
slots on some of their old machines and 
placing them in the slow spots. This 
action is looked upon with disfavor by 
many of the leading operators. 


The idea of holding a Texas coin- 
machine show next April has been called 
off, due to the recent action of the 
manufacturers’ association and its is- 
suing of a statement to the effect that 
it would look with disfavor upon any 
show being sponsored in opposition to 
the annual Chicago show. This action 
will not interfere with the big annual 
meeting of the Texas Operators’ Associa- 
tion, which is to be held in San Antonio 
next April. The operators of the Lone 
Star State will hold a two-day session 
at their San Antonio meeting. 


L. W. Ashbrook, operator of Lawton, 
Okla., who was a recent visitor to Tex- 
as, attended the St. Louis meeting Au- 
gust 5. Mr. Ashbrook was a delegate 
sent by the Oklahoma association. 


Willard White, Fort Worth operator, 
has returned to Texas after attending 
the Paces Races educational school held 
at the Paces Races plant in Chicago re- 
cently. Willard also visited a number 
of the coin-machine factories while in 
the Windy City. 


Oscar Glickman, of Big Springs, a 
wide-awake op of the big West Texas 
territory, reports business fair in his 
section. The ops in his section render 
the authorities every co-operation pos- 
sible and it makes operating pleasant, 
says Oscar. 


Mack Mohr, of the Mohr Brothers, Los 
Angeles, is in Texas in the interest of 
the new 10-ball automatic pay-out ma- 
chine, Indicator. Mack says that Texas 
is a paradise for the operators. Indi- 
cator is receiving a big reception in 
Texas.

in value compared with the previous 

period. 

At the same time the report reveals 
an interesting and highly absorbing pic- 
ture of the Orient and its attitude to- 
ward the pinball game. A recent dis- 
patch from The China Press states that 
the pin game and its multitude of 
variations played on the slot-machine 
plan is rapidly becoming Shanghai's 
national pastime. In almost every bar, 
restaurant or cabaret in the city one 
is certain to find one if not more of 
these attractive devices calculated to 
earn money for the operator and at the 
same time provide the player with cheap 
and harmless amusement. 

Pinball machines are brought in thru 
the customs. Most operators of such 
games in Shanghai give away merchan- 
dise or cash for high scores. 

A further elaboration of Occidental 
intrusion into the Orient is expressed in 
a dispatch from the American consulate 
general at Tokyo, Japan. Pinball games, 
the report states, have been very popu 
lar in Japan for the last two years, 
being locally known as “Korinto” games. 
At the beginning of the vogue for pin- 
ball games a number of varieties of such 
games were imported from the United 
States for the purpose of copying, but 
as far as is known all games now in use 
in Tokyo are manufactured locally. 
Whether Japanese manufacturers lack 
the ability for original conception of the 
games and cannot compete with the 
unique American-made games is not 
stated in the report, but it might be 
safe to assume that the games copied by 
Japanese manufacturers are not novel 


or attractive enough to keep the 
Japanese public interest constantly 
stimulated. 


Yokohama’s report is slightly different 
than that of Tokyo. The consulate gen- 
eral there states that there are several 
kinds of pinball games operated there, 
but they are going out of fashion and 
the number of operators has decreased 
considerably. However, if the games are 
novel and attractive and reasonable in 
price they might probably obtain a local 
market. 


Somewhat out of the Orient area 
looms a new and almost virgin field for 
the American pinball game when it is 
discovered in the report that Santa Cruz 
de Tenerife, in the Canary Islands, is a 
possible market. There are few amuse- 
ment machines in operation here, ap- 
parently of an older type, and it is pos- 
sible that American manufacturers 
might be able to develop the market 
thru an agent. The Canary Islands, it 
is stated, are not included in Spanish 
Customs tariff zones. As a free zone 
the archipelago levies only nominal 
landing charges on Merchandise entered 
at its ports whether of Spanish or 
foreign origin. 


Meanwhile a report from Cuba states 
that the recent resolution closely affect- 
ing the pinball game and reported in 
The Billboard some weeks ago has quite 
suddenly been rescinded. 


It will be remembered that June 18 
there was published in La Gaceta Oficial 
a resolution of the Secretary of the 
Governacion authorizing the operation 
of automatic vending machines and 
other types of automatic machines un- 
der certain conditions. 


It appears now that upon publication 
of this resolution the chief of the na- 
tional police made a report on the sub- 
ject to the Secretary of Governacion, 
which report has caused the secretary to 
reconsider the matter. 


The Secretary of the Governacion has 
therefore issued another resolution, 
dated July 11, canceling the resolution 
previously published and forbidding the 
installation of automatic machines of 
any type whatever in Cuba. While this 
latest resolution does not go into details 
as to the automatic machinery to be 
prohibited, it is assumed from the pre- 
vious resolution that it refers to slot 
machines, vending machines and coin- 
Operated machinery in general.

May 13, 1932, said show again entered 
Pennsylvania and was granted a license 
for $150 by C. E. Canthers, county treas- 
urer of Washington County, Pennsyl- 
vania, in accordance with act of 1913, 
said license stipulating 5 to 15 cars, 
meaning railroad cars, and three days 
later, on May 16, 1932, in Indiana, Pa.,

It is the 
intention of the coinmen to give every 
operator an opportunity to include at 
least one of his cafe locations. 

Up to this writing two meetings were 
held. Both were very successful from 
several angles. The luncheons have a 
tendency to create good will among the 
location owners and at the same time 
bring together the operators for a closer 
relationship. 

Dallas County operators have set them- 
selves in good standing at the county 
tax collector’s offic:. On Thursday of this 
week the county tax collector reported 
that $4,659.23 had been collected on 
1,598 machines and that the operators 
were anxious to co-operate with the 
county collectors. The county collector 
was high in his praise of the operators’ 
co-operation. 

A. G. Heinz, tax collector in the coin- 
machine division for the city of Dallas, 
likewise reported very favorably for the 
coinmen. He stated that $4,500 had been 
collected to date and that they had no
